STILL TRYING 70 BREAK THE RE- 
PUBLICAN RANKs. 
MR. BLAIR ADVOCATES AN EXTRA SESSION 
OF CONGRESS—GEN. LOGAN REBUKES 
BIS CALUMNIATORS—A DREARY SPEECH 
BY MR. CALL — MR. CAMERON DE- 
NOUNCES BOURBON TACTICS. 
Wasarneton, April 19.—In the Senate 
to-day, Mr. Blair, of New-Hampshire, advo- 
tated the calling of an extra session of Con- 
gress, Mr. Logan refuted all insinuations that 
he was not a loyal Union man at the outbreak 
of the war, and Mr. Call, of Florida, renewed 
his attack upon the suffrage laws of Massa- 
chusetts. 

At the beginning of the day’s session Mr. 
Blair offered the following resolution: 

Rescived, That in the judgment of the Senate the 
public interest requires that Congress be convened 
in public session immediately. 

An objection carried itiover until to-morrow. 
Mr. Blair explained that the decision of the 
fupreme Court in the case of Vietor against 
Cc. A. Arthur, Collector, in relation to the im- 
port duties on stockings would ruin the hosiery 
and knit goods factories of the country, unless 
Congress should speedily come to their res- 
cue. He read a letter from a firm 
of stocking manufacturers in New-Hamp- 
shire to that effect. There were other in- 
terests besides those of the woolen manu- 
facturers which in his opinion required 
an extra session. He favored a continuous 


session of Congress, on the ground that it 
would be beneficial to the country. Inasmuch 
as the Democrats had declared that they would 
not yield until the beginning of a Legislative 
wssion of the Senate, an extra session of Con- 
gress might break the existing dead-lock. At 
this point several Democrats cried, ‘‘Oh, no.” 
Mr. Blair then asserted that the Republicans 
would not yield any sooner than the Demo- 
crats, even if the contest should continue until 
December. The calling of an extra session 
would be, in his opinion, the quickest way in 
which to break the dead-lock, because the 
Democrats could not afford to obstruct Legis- 
lative business by such obstinacy as they were 
displaying. 

Mr. Platt informed Mr. Blair that the de- 
cision he had mentioned would not do so much 
barm as he feared, and that he had hope the 
Treasury Department would so act under the 
decision that the woolen interests would not 
suffer. The case referred to is the one ex- 
plained in THe Times of April 16, in 
connection with which prominent lawyers 
have recently made arguments before the 
officers of the Treasury Department. 
complaint has been made, not so much about 
the decision as about certain instructions is- 
sued by the department under it, which in- 
structions are alleged to have been unwar- 
rented by the decision. The assertion that the 
subject was so important as to require an ex- 
tra session caused considerable surprise in the 
chamber. 

Some time ago Mr. Hill, of Georgia, said 
that the young men of the South had been en- 
coura to go into rebellion by speeches 
made by Gen. Logan just before the war 
began. To-day Gen. Logan established 
the truth in relation to his i- 
tion in those days. by reading from 
his speeches and by placing before the 
Senate a mass of testimony from Democrats, 
Republicans, and ex-Confederate soldiers, who 
have sworn that he did not express sympathy 
with the secession movement in Southern IIli- 
nois. He also read an unsolicited letter from 
Senators Lamar and Pugh, who assert that 
while in Congress he was, at the 
time referred to, a vehement opponent 
of secession, and that they never 
heard him utter a word in sympathy with the 
contemplated movement. Gen. Logan was 
then a Democrat. Mr. Hill was absent while 
the Senator from Illinois was speaking, but 
Mr. Brown, his colleague, said that Mr. Hill 
had already accepted Gen. Logan’s denial as 
conclusive. As for himself, he regarded the 
Senator’s vindication as full and complete. ; 

Mr. Beck said that when Gen. Logan was 
opposing his admission to the House he re- 
ceived many statements intended to prove that 
Gen. Logan was at one time in favor of seces- 
sion. He submitted them toGen. Frank Blair, 
who paid so high a compliment to Gen. Logan 
asasoldier and a man that he tore up the 
statements. Mr. Dawesadded thatGen. Logan 
had been among the first of Northern Demo- 
rats to resist secession in Congress. 

The proceedings were then varied by the in- 
troduction of several dilatory motions. After 
they had been rejected, as usual, Mr. Call re- 
newed his old attack upon the Massachusetts 
suffrage laws. Among the most wearisome of 
the proceedings in the House is a call of mem- 
bers, sometimes made necessary by the lack of 
a quorum. A Republican Senator said to-day 
that he knew of but one thing more tedious 
than a call of the House, and that was the call 
of the Senate. This remark serves to show 
that the junior Senator from Florida does not 
have an exhilarating effect upon his audience. 

His dreary harangue was followed by one of 
Senator Don Cameron’s rare speeches, in which 
the essence of much that has been said was 
condensed and forcibly uttered. After declar- 
ing that the Republican Party in the Senate 
was responsible for its action and did not need 
any advice from Democrats, he asserted that 
the obstinate opposition of the minority 
was only the shot-gun policy and Missis- 
sippi plan in anotherform. This attempt to 
dictate to the majority was only another effort 
to accomplish what the Democrats had failed 
to secure when they threw the country intoa 
long and bloody war. Addressing the Repre- 
sentatives of the South, he asserted that so 
long as intimidation and social ostracism pre- 
vailed in their States the South could not 
3 to be respected, and could 
not be prosperous. Those curses must be 
eradicated. He quoted from a letter written 
by a friend who had been driven from Virginia 
by the treatment which he had condemned. 

“Not only do you ostracize at home those who 
jo not agree with you in politics,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘but you bring the practice into the 
Senate Chamber, where you openly abuse and 
insult Mr. Mahone because he is not of your 
political belief and will not submit to your dic- 
tation. You refuse to pair with him, and in this 
way refuse the courtesy which one gentleman 
extends to another. So you have brought 
your Southern political practices into the 
highest tribunal of the land.’ The Senator 
appealed to the Democrats to abandon their 
determination and to join the Republicans in 
making the United States a great nation,in 
which there should be neither political 
ostracism, jealousy. nor sectionalism. His re- 
marks did not provoke a reply, although one 
Democrat indulged in a derisive laugh. The 
Senate soon afterward adjourned. 

Mr. Conkling still refrains from taking any 
part in the debate, but seems anxious to pre- 
serve intimate relations with as many Sen- 
ators as he can on both sides. The announce- 
ment made by Mr. Beck that a Union soldier 
would be nominated in Mr. Riddleberger’s 

lace has caused Mr. Riddleberger to ask Mr. 
Vabens to withdraw his name, and to suggest 
that there are many Union veterans in Vir- 
zinia who could be named for the position, any 
one of whom would aid the Mahone movement 
in that State.

There is no foundation for the suppo- 
sition that the call will be revoked, and, asa 
matter of fact, it can be stated that the depart- 
ment is desirous of redeeming the bonds em- 
braced in the call in order to reduce the rev- 
enves on hand for the purpose. The bonds 
which were included in the call continue to 
come in for redemption slowly. A large num- 
ber of 6 per cent. bonds were received at the 
department to-day to be continued at 344 per 
cent., at the option of the Government, in ac- 
cordance with the recent circular of Secretary 
Windom. The daily receipts will probably be 
made public some time this week. 


The act of March 1, 1879, to amend the in- 
ternal revenué laws, authorizes the Secretary 


of the Treasury, upon the recommendation of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, to pre- 
scribe the compensation of Deputy Collectors 
of Internal Revenue. 1n some cases additional 
allowances have been made upon the recom- 
mendation of the Commissioner after the ser- 
vices have been performed by Deputy Col- 
lectors. The question was recently submit- 
ted to the First Controller to de- 
cide whether such additional allowances 
after the services have been performed are 
authorized by law. Judge Lawrence has pre- 
pared an elaborate decision on the subject in 
which he holds that such allowances cannot be 
paid. First, because they are prohibited by sec- 
tion 1,765 of the Revised Statutes, which was 
designed to cut off all extra a!lowances after 
services are performed, and second, because 
the act of March 1, 1879, authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, on the recommendation 
of tae Commissioner of Internal Revenue, to 
‘make further allowances to collectors,” but 
omits any such authority as to Deputy Col- 


lectors.

For the three months ending June 30, 1880, 
the total receipts were $88,314,438, and the 
total expenditures, $55,183,733, of which $17,- 
343,266 was on account of interest on the pub- 


lic debt, leaving a net surplus for the three 
months of $33,130,705. The indications are 
that the surplus for the remaining three 
months of the present fiscal year will be at 
least equal to that for the corresponding three 
months of the preceding year. Indeed, there 
is reason to believe that the surplus for the 
current quarter will be greater than the sum 
above stated, and that, unless there should be 
a marked falling off in the receipts, it will 
reach $37,000,000 or $38,000,000. Compared 
with the quarter ending June 30, 1880, there is 
likelv to be a large reduction in the aggregate 
expencitures during the current quarter, 
for the reason that all the deficiency 
appropriations for last year were 
disbursed during June, 1880, whereas 
the bulk of the deficiency appropria- 
tions tor the current year were paid prior to 
April 1. Then, again, the larger reduction 
made in the principal of the public debt during 
the past year will make a corresponding re- 
duction in the interest account, so that it is 
very probable the aggregate expenditures for 
the current quarter will be less than $50,- 
(00,000, against $55,000,000 for the quarter end- 
ing June 30, 1880. With the same amount of 
receipts, therefore, during the current three 
months as are shown for the corresponding 
months of last year, and with a large reduction 
of expenditures in favor of the present three 
months, the surplus revenue for the current 
fiscal year is certain to reach $100,000,000.

Ricumonp, April 19.—A movement has 
been started by several Anti-Alliance Republi- 
cans here for the calling of a Republican con- 
vention at an early day in this city. A circu- 
lar letter has been issued, signed by H. L. Pe- 
louze, Norman Smith, and others, calling 
upon tax-paying and property-holding Re- 
publicans in ‘the State to sign a 
paper attached to the circular, which sets 
forth that the proposed signers are opposed to 
repudiation in any shape or form; and, further- 
mors, that such financial fallacies are against 
the principles and doctrines of the national 
Republicans. As soon as a sufficient num- 
ber of signers have been secured it is 


the design of the movers to have a Re- 
publican convention called to meet here 
at antearly day to nominate a straight- 
out Republican for Governor and other State 
officers. Pressure is already being broughi to 
bear upon the Funder Democratic State Com- 
mittee to change the time of the assembling of 
the State Convention of that party from Aug. 
8 to an earlier day. The Readjusters are to 
hold their convention on June 2—two months 
earlier. The Democrats now acknowledge 
that they made a mistake in putting 
off the meeting of their convention so 
much later in the canvass than their oppo- 
nents, and it is said that prominent leaders in 
the party are seeking to have that error 
remedied. The Readjusters are working like 
beavers. The election for county officers 
which comes off in every county in this State 
next month isto be made the opening of the fight.

is going on between the Cleveland Press, a penny 
afternoon paper, and the Morning Leader, reached 
another pFase to-day, The proprietors of the Press 
are already under arrest, and also defendants in a 
$30,000 suit for making a serious charge against the 
character of Edwin Cowles, editor of the Leader. 
These defendants to-day turned the tables by 
causing the arrest of Mr. Cowles for charging them 
with an attempt at black-mailing him, in trat they 
sent a reporter with an article attacking Mr.

IN MOURNING FOR DISRAELI 


SRE 
THE LAST HOURS OF THE GREAT 
ENGUISH PEER. 

HIS DEATH PEACEFUL AND WITHOUT PAIN— 
A TOMB OFFERED IN WESTMINSTER 
ABBEY—HIS PROPERTY LEFT TO LORD 
ROWTON AND RALPH DISRABELI. 

Lonpon, April 19.—Lord Beaconsfield’s 
renewed debility began on Sunday night when 
an east wind began to blow. He continued to 
lose ground throughout Monday, the unfavor- 
able wind continuing and constantly in- 
creasing in keenness, He died at 4:30 o’clock 
this morning as calmly as if he were asleep. 

It was observed at 8:15 o’clock this morning 
that Lord Beaconsfield’s end was near. His 
physicians think it was only his strength 
of will that enabled him to struggle on as long 
as he did. His courage did not fail him to the 
last. Accounts gathered from his physicians 
show that he retained his cheerfulness. Sev- 
eral times during his illness he stated his belief 
that he would die. One of the doctors says 
the drowsiness which had been apparent earlier 
in the night deepened toward midnight into a 
stupor from which he was with difficulty 
roused. He then took nourishment up to 1:30 
o’clock. About 2 o'clock he became comatose, 
breathing with much difficulty. Drs. Kidd and 
Bruce at once applied the usual restoratives, 
but for the first time since his _ illness 


they failed to produce any effect, and it be- 
came evident that death was imminent. Lord 
Barrington, Dr. Quain, and Sir Philip Rose 
were hastily summoned. Sir Philip Rose and 
Dr. Quain only arrived a few minutes before 
the end. Five minutes before he expired his 
breathing became slow and gentle. His face 
was very placid. His heart’s action and pulse’ 
continued a few minutes after his breathing 
ceased to be apparent. His friends and nurses 
remained at his bedside a few minutes after 
his pulse ceased, as the end was so quiet that it 
was diffieult to realize that he was dead. All 
were deeply affected. 

The intelligence of this sad event was im- 
mediately dispatched to the Queen, the Prince 
of Wales, and other members of the royal 
family, and to Mr. Gladstone, who is now at 
Howarden. The news became generally known 
throughout the city towards 9 o’clock, when 
coneat editions of the morning papers were 
issued containing the announcement. Though 
not unexpected, in view of his physicians’ 
statement last night that his symptoms gave 
grounds for more grave anxiety than at any 
period during his illness, his death created a 
deep sensation. 

The Executors of Lord Beaconsfield’s will 
are Sir Nathaniel Rothschild and Sir Philip 
Rose. The latter will go to Hughenden Manor 
with Lord Barrington to-day. No arrange- 
ments have yet been made for the funeral. It 
is probable that, unless the Queen otherwise or- 
ders, the body will be buried at Hughenden 
with that of his wife. 

The evening editions of the Standard and 
the Globe appearedin mourning. The Times 
says: “* When he died he was quite calm and 
quiet. He had no pain and was conscious to 
the last.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘‘ That his death 
will be an irreparable loss to his followers is 
very clear. The loss may prove only less 
serious to the Liberals than to the Conserva- 
tives. .The profound transformation which 
Lord Beaconsfield wrought in the temper and 
spirit of English Conservatism as it was in the 
days of Peel, seems to us to have been among 
the most serious political disasters of our era; 
but in such a system of government as ours we 
shall long miss the coolness and self-control, 
the experienced good sense, and, on some occa- 
sions, magnanimity, of the great party leader 
who has gone.”’ 

Joseph E. Boehm, the sculptor, has taken a 
cast of Lord Beaconsfield’s face. 

It is ugderstood that Dean Stanley visited 
Lord Beaconsfield’s residence to-day to offer a 
tomb in Westminster Abbey for the remains. 
Strong wishes are expressed in the highest 
quarters for the acceptance of the offer, but 
arrangements are in abeyance pending the re- 
turnof Lord Barrington, Lord Rowton, and 
Sir Philip Rose from Hughenden, where they 
wiil examine the papers of the deceased. 

The Cuckoo this afternoon says: ‘* Lord Bea- 
consfield’s will divides the property of the de- 
ceased between Ralph Disraeli and Lord Row- 
ton.’ 

Brruin, April 19.—All the evening journals 
express sorrow for the death of Lord Beacons- 

,field. The North German Gazette says: 
‘*With him ends the active life of one of the 
most eminent men of modern times, who have 
faithfully devoted themselves to the advance- 
ment of the greatness and welfare of their 
country.” It 1s said Prince Bismarck was 
deeply moved on receiving the news, 

Lonpon, April 20.—The TZimes 
“Since the close of Lord 
ston’s long and memorable career, no 
more conspicuous gap has been made 
in the circle of English political hfe than by 
the death of Lord Beaconsfield. No dissentient 
voice will break in upon the tribute of ad- 
miration—in which foes, we are sure, will 
cordially join with friends—that must be paid 
to Lord  Beaconsfield’s high courage, 
unswerving purpose, imperturbable temper 
and versatile mastery of parliamentary 
tactics.” The Times understands that 
Lord Rowton is left sole Trustee of all the 
private papers ot Lord Beaconsfield, with full 
power to do what he thinks right with them. 

The Court Circular publishes the following: 
‘*The Queen has received, with feelings of the 
deepest sorrow, the news of the death of Lord 
Beaconsfield, in whom her Majesty loses a most 
valued and devoted friend and counselor and 
the nation one of its most distinguished states- 
men. : 

The News says: ‘‘ Nowhere is there any 
inclination to deny Lord Beaconsfield 
the full . meed of praise due to 
his genius, undaunted spirit, proud pa- 
tience, and unconquerable will. To the 

olitical party he Jed the loss is irreparable. 
Not twice in the same century could any party 
expect to find a leader of such capacity and 
such resource.” 

The Standard says: ‘‘ By the death of Lord 
Beaconsfield the country is deprived of the 
brilliant powers and faithful services of one 
whose name will be recorded among the most 
illustrious of England’s statesmen.” 

The Queen, before leaving London for the 
Isle of Wight, expressed a particular desire to 
visit Lord Beaconsfield, but his physicians re- 
plied that complete quietude was necessary.

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE, 
ITS OPENING SESSION—M. MAGNIN CHOSEN 
PRESIDENT. 

Pans, April 19.—The International Mon- 
etary Conference was opened here at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon by M. Barthélemy-St. Hilaire, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who welcomed the 
foreign delegates, and said the object of the 
conference was to endeavor to establish a nor- 
mal monetary standard instead of the shattered 
equilibrium of the past, and to consider the 
best means for preventing a recurrence of the 


disastrous crisis. He excused himself from 
entering further upon so complex and difficult 
a& question, upon which abler minds than his 
had adopted most opposite opinions. He con- 
cluded by declaring that if the conference did 
not achieve immediate success it would at least 
have raised controversies which are indispens- 
able to the discovery of truth and established 
principles which will bear fruit in the future. 

On motion of Mr. Evarts, delegate from the 
United States, M. Magnin, French Minister of 
Finances, was elected President of the confer-

THE NEW CZAR’S POLICY. 
A COUNCIL TO BE CONVOKED FOR THE CON- 
SIDERATION OF STATE QUESTIONS. 

St. Prrerspure, April 19.—A secret 
press has been discovered at Kieff, and three 
persons have been arrested.

THE MANY REQUESTS BROUGHT BEFORE THE 


PENNSYLVANIA BOARD. 


HarrissurG, April 19.—The Board of Par- 
dons held a session to-day. The list of cases to be 
heard comprises 22 new cases, three of which were 
held under advisement at the last session, and six 
in which rehearings were granted. There was 
also one application for a rehearing. This is 
the case of Johnston, who was convicted of 
burglary with Ralph Rolland, the notorious bank 
robber, who died a few months ago in the Eastern 
Penitentiary. Johnston was sentenced in Decem- 
ber, 1876, to six years and four months in the peni- 
tentiary, for attempting to rob a bank in 
Chambersburg. The  oveculiar circumstances 
attending the crime gave it unusual 
interest. Although the board has decided to 
enforce strictly the new rule, under which no 
announcement will be made of pardons recom- 
mended until they are signed by the Governor, it 
is known that}it has been decided to recommend 
a pardon for Samuel Hubn, who was sent 
to the penitenticry in 1873 for 10 years 
for forgery, in assisting in the issue of 
fraudulent stock of a Philadelphia street railway 
company. John P. Morton, the President of the 
company, was also convicted of the same offense. 
On account of his age and ill-health, Morton was 
pardoned a few months ago, and it was considered 
that, as Hubn was his partner in guilt and in pun- 
ishment, he should also share the leniency which 
has been extended to him; hence the pardon.

THE OHIO LIQUOR TAX BILL DE- 
FEATED BY DEMOCRATS. 
PROBABLE RESULT OF THE FAILURE — AN 

ISSUE OF THE AUTUMN CAMPAIGN — 
HOPING TO INJURE THE REPUBLICANS. 
CotumsBus, Ohio, April 19.—Senator 
Pond’s bill, placing a tax on the liquor traffic, 
which passed the Senate a short time ago, but 
was tabled in the House, was taken from the 
table to-day and reconsidered, but failed to 
pass, The bill has attracted great at- 
tention throughout the State, it having 
at first been opposed by the Prohibition ele- 
ment as well as the liquor interest. The tail- 
ure on tke part of the Republicans to make an 
effort toward the passing of the bill last week 
was calculated to impair their strength among 
a large class of citizens not strictly 
Prohibitionists, but their strong vote to-day, 
although failing in its object, is regarded as 
throwing the responsibility of its dofeat upon 
the Democrats, all of whom opposed the 
measure. The only Republican members vot- 


ing against the bill were those from Cincinnati 
and Cleveland. Leading Republicans express 
the opinion that the events of the day will 
strengthen the party before the people in the 
contest this Fall. 

Commenting upon the failure to pass the 
bill, the Ohio State Journal of to-morrow will 
say: ‘‘ A little over 90 days ago Senator Pond 
introduced his bill in the Senate to levy a 
special tax on the traffic in intoxicatin 
drinks. The introduction of the bill causal 
legislators

in the pulpit, in business circles, 
and in trades assemblies. Some of the dealers 
in liquors assailed the bill as the destroyer of 
human liberty, and the extreme temperance 
people denounced it asa ‘league with death 
and a covenant with hell.’ We freely opened 
our columns to all of these people, reserv- 
ing the right to expose their fallacies. 
How well we succeeded in that work 
we leave our readers to judge, but 
we have the satisfaction of knowing that hun- 
dreds and thousands of temperance men, em- 
bracing scores of the leading clergymen of the 
State, announce themselves as converts to the 
theory of taxation, and, stranger yet, a large 
number of liquor-dealers, of course men of 
character and principle, have declared in favor 
of the Pond bill, thus admitting that the 
traffic should be made to bear its just propor- 
tion of taxation, and that it should be sub- 
jected to Legislative control. The result is 
that practical temperance men begin to realize 
that dealers in liquors are not necessarily 
&bandoned wretches and low-strung villains. 
The Pond bill is temporarily defeated, but 
only temporarily. It. was defeated in the 
House, as the Tyler-Jones constitutional 
amendment was defeated in the Senate, by 
caucus domination, party tyranny and bull- 
dozing. The Democrats in the House who 
favored the billwere coerced to vote against 
it or to leave the hall or remain silent when 
their names were called. A failure to vote 
on the final passage of a bill is a vote in the 
negative, since a majority of all the members 
elected must vote affirmatively in order 
to pass any measure. The Democratic caucus 
resolved that the Republicans should not have 
the credit of passing such a meritorious meas- 
ure, assuming that failure would ruin the 
Republican Party at the next election. 
There should have been no question of 
party raised for or against such a ‘meas- 
ure, but the Democrats made it a 
party question and assumed the responsibility 
of defeating it assuch. We shall see whether 
they can stand up under such an issue next 
October. The failure of the bill will deprive 
the people of Ohio of revenues to 
the extent of between two and 
three millions of dollars, which amount 
must be levied on merchants, mechanics, farm- 
ers,and the homes of the people, including 
the cottage of the widow and the patrimony of 
the orphan, instead of being collected from 
dealers in liquors, who practically escape tax- 
ation. If the Democrats can stand such an 
issue, the Republicans can.’’

THE NEW RAILROAD SYNDICATE. 
DETAILS REGARDING THE BUFFALO, NEW- 
YORK AND PHILADELPHIA COMBINATION. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—Particulars have 
been obtained to-day of the purchase of the Buffa- 
lo, New-York and Philadelphia Raitroad by a syndi- 
cate, which was reported by THe Tres this morn- 
ing: Itnow appears that the road was purchased 
in the interest of the Buffalo, Pittsburg and West- 
ern Road, and that the two roads, with their 
feeders, are to be merged into one company, of 


which Sherman 8S. Jewett, President of the former 
road isto be President, though it is believed he 
will be succeeded before long by J. W. Jones, Presi- 
dent of the Buffalo, Pittsburg and Western road. 
The syndicate is composed of J. and W. Selig- 
man, Winslow, Lanier & Co., Kidder, Peabody 
& Co., and Clark, Post & Martin, of New- 
York, and Drexel & Co. and E. W. Clark & 
Co., of Philadelphia. The bargain was closed 
as long ago as Feb. 23. In addition to the branch 
lines enumerated by THE Times this morning, the 
syndicate has obtained control of the Genesee 
Valley Canal Railroad, 110 miles long, running to 
Rochester along the bed of the Genesee Valiey 
Canal. Seventy miles of this road has been graded 
and 20 miles laid with track. Its estimated cost is 
$1,280,000, and its completion will give valuable 
terminal facilities in the city of Rochester. The 
Newcastle and Franklin Road, by which Oil City 
is to be reached, has also been purchased, and the 
money—$200,000—was forwarded to-day. ‘ 
The plan Logit ge a Union Depot in Buffaio, 
which will be used by the Ontario and Western, the 
New-York, Chicago and St. Louis, the Buffaio, 
Pittsburg and Western, and the Buffalo, New- 
York and Philadelpnia. After the Ist of May 
all the profits are to go to the_ pur- 
cbasers. efore that time, President Jones, 
of the Buffalo, Pittsburg and Western, 
will be made Vice-President of the Buffalo, New- 
York and_ Philadelphia, and a corresponding 
change will be made in the Board of Directors. 
The combination will control a Northern coal trade 
amounting to about 1,000,000 tons a year, which has 
heretofore been the subject of keen competition 
between the two roads now to be united.

ATLANTA’S COITON EXPOSITION. 
CINCINNATI TAKING A LIVELY INTEREST AS 
A MEANS OF HER OWN ADVANCEMENT. 

CINCINNATI, April 19.—Mr. H. IL Kimball, 
Director of the International Cotton Exposition 
which is to be held in Atlanta in September, is in 
the city in the interest of the exposition, and to- 
day had a conference with the Mayor of the city, 
the President and Superintendent of the Chamber 
of Commerce, the President of the Board of Trade, 
and other prominent citizens regarding the enter- 
prise. The liveliest interest was manifested in the 
proposed exposition, and assurances were 


iven Mr. Kimball that Cincinnati could 
trusted for a liberal contribution to 
the fund of $200,000 which will be required 
to put the enterprise through. By the completion 
of her Southern railroad, Cincinnati is brought into 
close commercial relations with Atlanta, and the 
people here are anxious to bring about frieudliness 
of feeling and community of interests with their 
Southern neighbor. The present enterprise is ina 
special degree one that Cincinnati will find it to her 
advantage to interest herself in. It willincrease 
the shipments of the great Southern staple to this 
point aud, at the same time, open up for manufac- 
turers and merchants here a larger market for 
their wares. 

Mr. Kimball states that the exposition is already 
an assured success. He believes that in no depart- 
ment of industry could so great opportunities for 
improvement be found as in that of raising. trans- 
porting, and manufacturing cotton. He estimates 
that in the matter of handling alone, means will be 
found, in a few years, to save many millions of 
doliars over the present methods. Heretofore cot- 
ton men have been isolated more than almost any 
other class that could be named, and the result is 
that very little improvement has been made Sa 
the methods of two generations ago. They will be 
brought together by a great exposition and will 
exchange opinions, get new ideas, and go home to 
put them into practical shape. Mr. Kimball expects 
to see a great impetus given to one of the greatest, 
industries of the country by the proposed exposi- 
tion, and his expectation seems to be shared by all 
who have become familiar with the purpose of 
the enterprise.

FORTY FAMILIES BURNED OUT. 

A DISASTROUS FIRE IN BOUND BROOK—THE 
LOSS ESTIMATEDs AT $100,000. 

BounpD Brook, N. J., April 19.—Two acres of 
buildings in the heart of this village were destroyed 
by fire this afternoon. Through the efforts of 
the firemen, together with the sudden shifting of 
the wind, the flames were got under control before 
the large manufacturing districts were reached. 
The total loss on the property is estimated at 
$100,000, and about 40 families were rendered home- 


less, some of whom are quartered on their neigh- 
bors. 


The fire originated in William Lair’s barn, a 
frame structure belonging to John Ramsay, 
which stood on _the south side of 
Main-sireet, near the railroad depot. There are 
two opinions as to its cause. Postmaster B. F. 
Littell, James T. Bush, and some other gentle- 
men were standings near the railway station 
about 4:30 o’clock, as a coal train passed 
by toward New-York. Immediately afterward, 


Mr. Littell smelled smoke, and looking around he 
saw the barn in flames. The Postmaster thinks 
that a _ spark from the locomotive of 
the coal train blew through the open 
window and set fire to the hay-mow. Mr. 
L. D. Cook, who has a lumber-yard in the 
neighborhood, also saw the fire break out. He says 
it burst from alt sides of the building at once, 
and he ascribes the work to an incendiary. It was 
plain that the barn cou:d not be saved, and as there 
1s no organized tire department in the village the 
citizens assembled with buckets, and, forming in 
Imes, passed the water to the nearest build- 
ings, wetting them down. Mr. Lair re- 
moved his horse from the burning barn 
and left it to its fate. John - Freck, 
the depot-master, at once sent dispatches to Som- 
erville and Plainfield, and each town responded 
witha steam fire engine and a hook and ladder 
company. Their equipment was about 100 men, 
who worked with a will.. Their hose was not lorg 
enough to extend to the wells, so a special 
locomotive was sent to Somerville for ex- 
tra hose. So much time was consumed that 
the first water was played from the Somerville 
Steamer at 6 o'clock, an hourand a half after the 
fire broke out. 

The fire ran along Main-street on the south side 
about 400 feet to a vacant lot, taking in 
in its track Lair’s butcher shop and 
dwelling, Delsare’s barber shop and dwelling, 
the Post Office and Central Express office, over 
which Henry Latourette resided, a tenement- 
house occupied by four famiiies, Frank Link’s lager 
beer saloon and dwelling, A. J. Limburger’s meat 
market, Peter Acker’s cigar manufactory, over 
which were the families of Amos Smeck and 
Peter Acker, and the Misses Mount’s millinery 
store and dwelling. The fire then jumped across 
the street to A.C. Mollerson’s dry goods and gro- 
cery store, and M. H. Close’s dweiling, T. C. 
Bodine’s tin shop, Dunn & Co.'s liquor store, 
John G. Smith's barber shop, Brokaw & Brother’s 
drug store, Peter F. Bergen’s jewelry store, D. V. 
Bergen’s clothing store, A. S. Corviel’s ary goods 
and grocery store and H. J. Ramsay’s hotel. At 
this point the fire was checked by the Bound Brook 
Hall, a three-story brick building. 

Ramsay’s was the only hostelry in the place. 
It was two stories high and 7% by 60 
feet. There were only a few boarders in 
the house, but the family were obliged to 
leave the building without saving anything. 
From this street the flames extended over to Eliza- 
beth-street to a_ double house owned by John 
D. Voorhes. This was occupied by Mrs. 
Allen, Richard Greaves, James Nolan, John 
Koehler, and Mrs. Huntoon. Crossing to the 
opposite side of the street, it leveled 
Mollison’s barn, and was finally subdued by the 
firemen and a fortunate change of the wind. 

The departure of the fire companies from 
Somerville and Plainfield was the signal 
for the flight of the ruffians and _ thieves 
from those towns, and the citizens of tunis 


place had not only to remove their household goods: 


from the burning buildings but to repel the 
roughs who obtained access to the hotel bar- 
room and amused themselves with whisky. 
The firemen, contrary to the rule among volunteer 
fire companies, maintained perfect sobriety. The 
thieves even made an assault on C. E. Dunbou’s 
hardware store and intended to steal a quantity of 
liquor there. 
he only accident during the fire was the falling 
of a wall of Ramsay’a Hotel, which crushed, and 
robably fatally injured,a colored man named David 
rokaw. The man was very drunk and almost 
helpless. When the firemen got out of the way he 
neglected their warning to follow them. 

Postmaster Little lost $196 in money belonging 
to the office and some of the mail. mat- 
ter which had been distributed from the 
morning mails and remained in the letter- 
boxes, The mails going out were already 
in the bags and were saved. Some of the pack- 
ages belonging tu the Central Express Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Little had charge, were 
also destroyed. Mrs. M. H. Close, who was 
very ill, was carried out of her house, one of the 
Mollison buildings. The second house being in 
danger, the unfortunate lady was again removed, 
and is said now to be in danger of dying. 

The wires of the Atlantic and Pacific, Contigen- 
tal and American Rapid Telegraph Companies 
were all leveled for several hundred feet, shutting 
off all communication by any except the Western 
Union Company. 

The burned district is being patrolled  to- 
— by special policemen under command 
ra) State Detective Manning C. Crow. 
Bound Brook Hall is being rapidly filled with 
household goods by their owners. Very few of 
those who have lost household property can place 
any estimate on its value. 

The losses on buildings and stocks are as follows: 
John Ramsey, $4,500: William Lavi, $500; Louis Dei- 
sart, $300; Thomas Windsor, $3,000; Frank 
Link, $2,300; Peter Acker, $2,500; A. J.

PENNSYLVANIA’S LAW-MAKERS. 
STILL DISCUSSING THE QUESTION OF AD- 
JOURNMENT— THE SALARY QUESTION 
INVOLVED. 

HARRISBURG, April 19.—In the Senate to- 
day, the resolution fixing a day for final adjourn- 
ment was taken up, debated at length, and amend- 
ed, May 19 being the date inserted for the conclu- 
sion of the session. The resolution will. without 
doubt, be amended in the House, and the time stiil 
further extended. The impression prevails 
that the day of adjournment finally agreed 


upon by both houses will be near June 1, which 
will be about the limit of 150 days. The House is 
not yet in the mood to consider the subject. The 
Senate resolution was read in the lower branch 
this afternoon, but it was refused even the courte-: 
sy of a second reading. It is not expected that 
the House will consider the subject until Represent- 
ative Ruddiman presents the report of the 
committee which investigated the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s opinion on the question of salary. There is 
much important business yet to be considered, and 
if there is any ground for hope that the members 
will receive the expected $1,500 for the session, 
adjournment need not be Jooked for be- 
fore the constitutional limit of 150 days is 
reached. If it should turn out that the At- 
torney-General’s position is the correct one, 
the business yet to be transacted could be has- 
tened, as the members, while willing to finish their 
work for $1,000 if necessary, are not anxious to re- 
main longer under such circumstances than the 
necessities of the case require. 

The House this afternoon passed finally the Free 
Pipe-line bill by the decisive vote of 110 to 40. 
The afternoon session was consumed in 
the discussion of the Freight Anti-Discrimina- 
tion Dill, which was amended and laid over. 
The bill empowering Courts of Common Pleas to 
issue writs of mandamus on State officers has not 
yet reached the Governor, and it is thought in the 
inner circles that it will not receive his approval 
in its pect shape. It was hoped tnat the bill 
would become a lawin time toenable action under 
it on the salary question before adjournment, but 
this hope seems doomed to disappointment.

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LEGISLATION AT ALBANY

AuBany, April 19.—The Carpenter sub» 
stitute for the Senate Street-cleaning bill was 
passed this morning, not by a large majority, 
but by just 65 votes, while there were Dem@ 
cratic and Republican votes in the opposition 
to the number of 54. The hope that thera 
would be no discussion on the bill on its third 
reading was not fulfilled. To begin with, as 
soon as the bill was called Mr. Husted was 
upon his feet with a motion to recommit and 
strike out something. This was merely a pre- 
text for a speech which he desired to make in 
reply to an Albany dispatch and an editorial 
in THe TIMES of this morning. 

It is entirely safe to say that Mr. Husted did 
not like the story told of the interview on. 
Thursday last between himself and Speaker 
Sharpe, particularly after it had been used te 
explain away another story, in which hisriame 
had not appeared, but in which the conduct af 
the Speaker had been referred to as unbe 
coming or improper. When Mr. Husted read 
THE TrMEsS’s allusions to him to-day, 
he promised to. make it ‘‘ warm” for the 
Speaker. It was expected that he would raise 
the political temperature, but it cannot be said 
that he fulfilled expectations. He took up THE 
TIMEs dispatch of this morning, and read that 
through. This, he said, by insinuation and 
innuendo and imputation, intimated that he 
had committed an act unworthy of a gentle 
man. There was no suggestion of this kind in 
the dispatch. So it was surprising, to the 
members who had heard it read, that he should 
complain—that he should draw so forced a con- 


clusion from it. He thought that every act of 
his in regard to the bill would bear the strict- 
est scrutiny. He declared that . he 
had never repeated any conversa- 
tion between himself and the Speaker, 
thus causing Stig! ba to wonder if Senator 
Robertson must be held to account for all the 
stories afloat about the dictatorial behavior of 
the Speaker,or whether the Speaker himself had 
been too free in his communications. Having 
read THE TIMES’S news dispatch, Mr. Husted 
read an editorial paragraph .based upon the 
dispatch, reading the line in which allusion was 
made to him as an “indefatigable intrizguer”’ 
with particular distinctness. Then he went 
intoa particular history of the matters be- 
tween him and the Speaker, and with the dif- 
ference that he had been sent for at one time 
to call on the Speaker, instead of having sought 
him, the dispatch to THE TIMES was found tc 
be substantially correct, Mr. Husted’s own 
version being merely a repetition of the story. 
** Yet this,” he said, ‘* has been made a topic 
for an attack entirely unfair, unnecessary, and 
uncalled for.”’ 

The Speaker, who had surrendered the chair 
to Mr. Potter, rose to say that there was very 
little to be said. ‘‘ I reaily don’t see that very 
much is required of me.” He had but a single 
statement‘to correct. It was a fact that they 
had cousulted. It was also true that the sab 
ject of the composition of the Assembly con- 
ference committee had been discussed. It 
was also a fact that they talked over the Sen. 
ate committee, and it was further a fact that 
he regarded it as entirely proper for him to gc 
over to the Senate at any time and ask the 
President questions with regard to the make- 
up of the Senate conference committee. It 
was at once proper and parliamentary that he 
should do so. During the talk he admitted 
that he had suggested that the names of men 
of the largest responsibility should be selected 
in the composition of the Senate committes, 
and it was in that way that the name ofa 
Senator (Mr. Astor) wes mentioned in the con. 
versation. 

Mr. Husted—There is one statement on the 
part of the reporter that I would like to have 
corrected: ‘‘Mr. Husted requested, as a per 
sonal favor, that he be appointed to serve or 
the conference committees on the part of the 
Assembly.”’ 

Speaker Sharpe—Well, I would strike ou! 
“as a personal favor.” 

Mr. Husted—But the rest— 

Speaker Sharpe [in a low tone]—Now, now 
don’t press me, Mr. Husted. 

Mr. Husted now abandoned his personal ques 
tion and moved to recommit the bill to the 
Committee on Cities, for the purpose of hav 
ing the Senate bill substituted. This proposi 
tion, he thought, did not conflict with any 
understanding he had had with the Speaker. 
The public had cooled off. Yet still the de 
mand was for the Mayor’s bill. He believed 
in placing the responsibility for street-cleaning 
upon the Mayor, and he referred at some 
length to the proceedings in the mass-meeting 
called by the physicians of New-York, and tc 
the representations that cholera, typhus fever, 
and other diseases had made their appearance 
in New-York and threatened to become epi- 
demic in consequence of the excessively Bithy 
condition of the streets. 

The motion to recommit was opposed by Mr. 
Carpenter, who said that he believed the bili 
before the House would secure the objects for 
which it was designed, and meet the demand 
that the streets should be cleaned. They could 
be cleaned without giving all the power de 
manded to the Mayor. The difference between 
the Senate bill and that of the Assembly waz 
that the Senate bill provided for theexercise o 
extraordinary power by the Mavor, while the 
Assembly bill declared that this power should 
only be exercised with the approval of the 
Board of Health, When he concluded his 
speech, Mr. Carpenter moved the previous 
Cag ee to the annoyance of Mr. Hayes and 

Tr, Brooks, both of whom wished to speak. 

A roll-call was demanded, and as 
the sense of the members was againsi 
violent curtailing of the debate, it was lost by 
a vote of 48 to 65. The debate was continued 
by Mr. Brooks, who dwelt upon the increasing 
death-rate as an argument for the passage oi 
the Senate bill. He returned to the subject of 
Mr. Spinola’s and Mr. Hayes’s ellusions to him 
a week ago, resenting the insinuations cast 
upon him with some bitterness. Mr. Niles spoke 
for the Senate bill, and the Speaker closed the 
debate, just before 2 o’clock, by again moving 
the previous question. This time it was or 
dered, and the Assembly soon reached a vote 
on Mr. Husted’s motion torecommit. His mo 
tion was lost—yeas 56, nays 64. Then the ca! 
was made on the passage of the bill.’ Severa 
of the men who had voted for the motion o; 
Mr. Husted, to substitute the Senate bill, voted 
for the Carpenter bill, as better than no bill at 
all, The vote on the bill was 65 to 54, as fol-

DISCUSSING A FREE CANAL. 
ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST—THE RESO- 


LUTION ORDERED TO A THIRD READING. 


Aupany, April 19.—The Senate had up, 
as a special order, Mr. Forster's resolution for 
an amendment to the Constitution abolishing 
all tolls on the Erie Canal and keeping it in re- 
pair by taxation. Mr. Williams, of Buffalo, 
supported the resolution in a prepared speech, 
in which he argued that this was the only way 
the State of New York could maintain 
ascendency over her sister States by 
means of her water-way from Lake Erie to 


the Hudson River. Tho Welland Canal, which, 
he said, would be comparatively a free canal, 


would soon come in competition for the carry- | 


ing trade down the St. Lawrence, and thence 
to Liverpool, while another equally strong 
competing route would be opened down the 
Mississippi. The only way for New- 
York tv meet this competition was to 
make the Erie Canal absolutely free. 
The question of taxation to keep the canal in 
repair was of comparatively small impor- 
tance, and it was worthy of note that that 
portion of the State which would have to bear 
the larger burden of this tax was apparently 
most unanimous in favor of the amendment. 
This resolution, he said, did not, however, in- 
volve the decision of the question. butit mere- 
ly permitted it to come before the people for 
their decision; it left it for the people them- 
yay to say whether or not the canal shall bs 
ree. 

Mr. Lynde said that, as a member of the 
Canal Committee, he voted against reporting 
the resolution. The canals of the State were 
to-day the only means through which the peo- 
ple could get any relief from the exactions of 
the railroad corporations. The people had 
well-nigh exhausted their liberality when they 
consented to reduce the tolls to their 
minimum figure. They were not calle 
to go any furtHer. It was nota sound principle 
of business, whether as applied to a State oran 
{ndividual, to give away something for noth- 
ing. To demandt hat the canals be made 
free would be like a tenant who, after occupy- 
ing a farm for years at a merely nominal rent, 
should finally demand that he should have it 
for nothing, and that the owner should keep it 
in repair, otherwise he would go West. ‘The 
idea that this was the only way to meet com- 
petition was absurd. The bare introduction 
of this resolution into our Legislature 


had already spurred up the Canadian | 


authorities to discuss the popenton of making 
the Welland Canal free. They could easily 


beat usatthat game and give us odds, for 
they only had 69 miles of canal to support free, 
evhile we had 352 miles. If that was the only 
way to keep transportation from going down 
the St. Lawrencs, it would have to go. It was 
not, he said, a free canal or a further 
reduction of tolls that was wanted to 


enable New-York to maintain her ascendency 
and preserve the carrying trade, but an

enlargement of the capacity and an increase in 
the efficiency of the Erie Canal. If any amend- 
ment was to be made to the Constitution 
touching the canals it should be in that direc- 
tion—to remove the restrictions that had been 
cunningly placed in our Constitution to pre- 
vent any enlargement or improvement of the 


Erie Canal. For such an amendment he would 
readily vote, and it would receive the approval 


of the people of the State, which this proposed 
amendment never would. 

Mr. Murtha was in favor of the amendment, 
and brought a large array of stafistics in sup- 
port of his claim that New-York was losing 
her carrying trade through competition from 
wther sources. He said that these statistics 
showed that the grain and flour trade, esti- 


mated in bushels, had increased from 1875 to 
1880 at a much larger ratio at the ports of Bos- 
ton, Montreal, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
NNew-Orleans than at New-York. During 
those five years the trade had run up in Bos- 
ton from 18,000,000 bushels to* 36,000,000, 
in Montreal from 17,000,000 to 25,000,000, in 
Philadelphia from 28,000,000 to 49,000,000, in 

altimore from 22,000,000 to 60,000,000, and in 
New-Orleans from 7,000,000 to 21,000,000. 
‘New-York in this time had increased from 93,- 
000,000 to 171,000,000. He did not demonstrate 
how this increase in other cities was owing to 
the small tolls on the Erie Canal, but he ex- 
pressed the opinion that a free Erie Canal 

ould double the receipts of grain at the port 
of New-York. 

Mr. Forster, who introduced the resolution, 
made no speech in its favor to-day, but con- 
tented himself, after the remarks of Messrs. | 
Williams, Lynde, and Murtha, by moving to 
report the resolution to the Senate and recom-, 
mend its passage. This motion was carried by 
a vote of i2to1l1.

Sxcrion 1. All banks and individual bankers shall 
annually, before Feb. 1, pay to the Controllera 
State tax on the business in this State of one-half 
of 1 per cent, on the average of all sums of money 
received on deposit and of all sums employed in 
such banking business during the year ending the 
preceding 31st day of December. 

Seo. 2. They shall also file with the Controller, 
before Feb. 1 of each year, a detailed statement of, 
the amounts upon which the taxis based. Failure 
to comply with this provision incurs a penalty of 
10 per centum on the amount of tax imposed, to be 
recovered in an action to be brought by the Attor- 
ney-General. 

Src. 3. Detailed statements must be made 80 as 
to be inspected by the Controller or clerk desig- 
nated by him during business hours of any day on 
which business may be trausacted. 

Src. 4. Stockholders shall be assessed on the 
value of their shares of stock, said shares to be in- 
cluded in the valuation of the personal property of 
such stockholders in the assessment of taxes at the 

lace where ‘such bank or banking association 
s located, and not elsewhere; each stockholder 
shall be allowed all the deductions and exemptions 
allowed by law in assessing the value of other tax- 
able property owned by individual citizens of this 
State, and the assessment shall not be at a greater 
rate than is assessed upon other moneyed capital 
in the hands of individual citizens. 

Sec. 5. A detailed list of stockholders, with the 
amount of shares owned by each, shall be kept in 
the bank at all times for inspection. 

Sec. 6. When the stockholder does not reside in 


the same locality where the bank is located the col- |

THE TROUBLES OF GEORGE 4. HIGGINS 
SUIT TO RECOVER PROPERTY. 


George H. Higgins was employed by Messrs, 
A. T. Stewart & Co. from May 1, 1855, until Sep- 
tember, 1879, as a book-keeper. His salary varied 
from $1,200 to $4,000 per annum. Within that 
period, he says, he received annual gratuities 
amounting In the aggregate to $16,400, anda legacy, 
of $10,000 by the wil! of Mr. Stewart in April, 
1876. He was married in 1853 to a widow who had 
two daughters. He is now suing his wife, his step- 
daughters, and his wife’s grandchildren in the Sn- 
preme Court. Higgins says in his complaint that 
he gave all his earnings, his annual gratuities from 
his employers, and hislegacy, amounting altogether 
to $122,000 to his wife, with the understanding that 


she would act as his Trustee and provide him with 
the means of living when he should become enfee- 
bled. After having lived together for 14 years, he 
says, he and his wife made an agreement of separa- 
tion. They were to live in one house,and he was to 
allow his wife $1,200 a year- They lived in thig 
way for some time, he says, and then his wife, 
who had procured absolute control over him, his 
mind and body having become debilitated, induced 
him to cancel the agreement of separation and re- 
sume marital relations toward her. In 1873, ha 
avers. she got $8,000 from him to purchase the 
premises No. 146 East One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh-staeet, and, without bis knowledge or con- 
sent, took title jointly with him in the property. 
Exercising her control over him once more in 1874, 
he says. she induced him to convey his interest in 
the premises to her grandson, Charles C. Hutton, 
who soon afterward executed a conveyance ta 
her. * Higgins also declares that his wife obtained 
from him the $10,000 legacy which Mr. A. T. Stew- 
art left him, and that she has divided his estate 
among her children and grandchildren, receiving 
no consideration from them forthe property she 
conveyed tothem. He avers that when he was 
compelled to give up his employment with A. T. 
Stewart & Co.. in September, 1879, his wife refused 
to receive and support him, and had him taken 
to Bellevue Hospital, where he was declared insane, 
and, at her request, removed to Middletown 
Asylum, in which institution he was confined for 
six months. Since he left the asylum he has been 
supporting himself upon-a salary of $1250 a week, 
obtained in a subordinate position. ..He asks the 
court to compel his wife to account for what he 
considers his trust fund. and also to compel her 
children and! grandchildren to account-for 
property they have received from her. 

Mrs. Higgins interposes denials to most of tha 
statements in her husband’s complaint. She says 
that she received no money from him since 1867,) 
except $1,200 a year, and $2,500 which he gave her 
in 1876 to clear off a mortgage. Allsums of money 
that he gave her prior to 1867 he gave absolutely, 
without reservation: as .totheir use by, 
her, his Trustee, for “his* future needs! 
She avers that she has not lived with 
her husband since 1867, and that the agrecmen:t o 
separation was never canceled. : It is also stated in: 
her answer that when she was ‘married to Higgins 
she was possessed of property in her own right, 
and that she has received consideration for tha 
property she has conveyed to herrelatives. Mrs. 
Higgins rejects the inference to be drawn from the 
complaint that she was instrumental in procuring 
her husband’s committal to the Middletown Asy- 
lum. In an affidavit, she asserts that from 1867 to 
1879 her husband spent riotously all his earnings,’ 
except $1,200 per annum which he gave her. 

The a attorney moved, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, for the appointment of a Referee 
to take and state the accountsof the defendants 
respecting the property in their hands which the, 
plaintiff claims belongs to him. Judge Barrett de- 
nied the motion, yesterday, holding that it would 
be time enough for such a reference when .the 
plaintiff's legal or equitable right to such an aoc- 
counting is determinea at Special Term.

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THE TIGER'’S CREW’S HARDSHIPS ENDED. 
From the Baltimore Sun, April 19. 

The misfortunes of the bark Tiger, which 
was spoken on the 8th inst. by the steam-ship Nebo, 
and supplied with provisions, seem not to have 
ended there. The bark was then almost in sight of 


Cape Henry, but was blown off to the southward 
again. The steam pilot-boat Pilot. which is sta- 
tioned off Cape Henry, knowing that the vessel 
must be again in need, on Friday last, one week 
after the Tiger was spoken. started off in quest of 
her, and that night found the weather-beaten craft 
off Currituck beach. on the North Carolina coast, 
near where the Huron disaster oceurred. Capt. 
Thomas B. Lewis, of the Pilot, found that the bark 
had again run short of provisions, which was no 
more than natural for men who had nearly been 
starved before coming across the steam-ship Nebo 
a week before. Capt. Lewis gave the vessel provi- 
sions and took her in tow early Saturday morning 
and brought her into the capes, arriving Saturday 
afternoon, after seven hours’ hard pulling. The 
Pilot took the Tiger to off the Tail of the Horse- 
shoe, where she anchored. It was lucky for the 
Tiger that the Pilot found her, or the crew might 
again have been reduced to dire extremity, and 
another illustration has thus been afforded of the 
value of steam pilot-boats.

Mr. LoGan yesterday varied the monotony 
of the tedious Senate ‘proceedings by a de- 
fense of his loyalty to the Union .in the 


doubtful times just before the outbreak of 


the war. It would seem that such a.defense 
should be unnecessary, but some ‘spiteful 
references in recent debate bave made a dif- 
ferent impression on Gen. LoGan’s mind. 
His explanation . yesterday’ was full and 
minute, and was-so frankly and cordially ac- 


cepted by Senavors of the other side that the 


contemptible slander ought now to remain 
forever at rest. 


The tables of the receipts and‘expendi- 
cares of the Government for the nine months 
ending March 31 compare very favorably 
With those of the corresponding nine months 
of the last fiscal year. For the first two 
quarters of the current fiscal year the 
receipts from Customs exceeded by 
tourteen millions the receipts for 
the first half of the year preceding. In the 
third quarter there is a falling off in Cus- 


toms receipts to the amount of nearly five 
millions. The net improvement in the 
Customs revenue for the iaine months 
is, therefore, only nine millions. In 
internal revenue receipts + there has 
been a uniform rate of increase 
aggregating over seven millions and a half. 
On miscellaneous receipts the increase has 
been five millions and a half. The total 
gain in receipts is, therefore, about twenty- 
two millions, and as associated with this 
there has been a decrease in expenditures— 
more than accounted for by the twelve mil- 
lions saved in the interest on.the debt— 
amounting to over seven millions and a half, 
the surplus éor the ngne months 1s nearly thirty 
millions more than that for the first three 
quarters of the last fiscal year. As the 
surplus for the current quarter can 
hardly fall short of thirty-eight mil- 
lions, the close of the fiscal year is 
expected to show the very remarkable 
surpius of one hundred millions. But for 
reckless pension legislation and extravagant 
appropriations for rivers and harbors this 
showing might have been very greatly im- 
proved. It certainly demonstrates that there 
is an ample margin for relieving commerce 
from many of the burdens of our vexatious 
end oppressive tariff.

For men who express a burning desire to 
be rid of the street-cleaning business, the 
Police Commissioners, are extremely anx- 
jous to show that: the work could 
not be in better ‘ hends. Mr. Ma- 
son’s elaborate array of mortality statis- 
tics simply proves that a severe Winter in 
London, Paris, or other great cities finds 
more people than it does in New-York with 
vitality so seriously diminished as to die 
from the effects of cold. It proves noth- 
ing at all as to,the fatal effects of dirty 
streets on the’ public health, since 
that can only” be apparent after the 
reign of frost is over and the accumulations 
of the Winter are exposed to the sun. It 
seems a childish waste of time for 
the Police é Commissioners to attempt 
to. palliate? the fact, which has been 
patent to{the eye and nose of every 
intelligent person in New-York, that the 
streets have been abominably and exception- 
ally dirty, and no amount of argument will 
convince’ the people of this City that the 
agents who have been tried and found de- 
plorably wanting can be safely trusted again. 
More mroney is probably needed, but the 
men. who have been unfaithful stewards of 
$690,000 will certainly not be made the 
regipients cf a million if the people 
ate to have any say in the mat- 
tev, There has, doubtless, been rhetorical 


exaggeration in the “arraignment” of 
the Commissioners in the press and on 
the platform. But their pleas in abatement 


of public condemnation are quite as 
disingenuous as have been some of the 
charges against them, and the sooner they 
admit the expediency of shifting the re- 
sponsibility for cleaning the streets entirely 


to other shoulders the better it will be for 
their reputation and their peace of mind. 


The resolution proposing an amendment 
to the State Constitution abolishing tolls on 
the Erie Canal was ordered to a third read- 
ing in the Senate yesterday by a close vote, 
but the indications are rather against its 
final adoption. The supporters of ‘he reso- 
lution make outa strong case in favor of 
action which shall increase the efficiency of 
the canal as a link in our transportation 


system, but, as Senator Lynpg pointed out, 


this is to be accomplished rather by enlarg- 
ing its capacity and improving the methods 
of navigation upon it than by abolishing the 
merely nominal tolls which are intended to 
meet the operating expenses. The old-fash- 
ioned boats, tugged painfully along by mules 
on the antiquated towpath, will find their 
capacity for competing with steamers by 
way of the Welland Canal but slightly im- 
proved by the removal of the State tolls. A 
far greater difference in the cost of transpor- 
tation can be produced by making the Erie 
Canal, in its construction and navigation, a 
more respectable rival of other water routes. 
New-York’s commercial supremacy will be 
maintained not so much by a free canal as 
by a canal capable of vying with other 
water connections between*the interior and 
the sea-board. 


The official count of the votes cast for 
Tammany Sachems shows that the triumph 
of the Kelly ticket was more decided than at 
first reported. Kexiy himself received 99 
votes more than Isaac BELL, the head of 
the opposition ticket, and the average ma- 
jority of the Kelly nominees is 114. The 
defeated faction talk of renewing the fight 
next April with better chances of success. 
It is very hard to see from what quar- 
ter the opposition is likely to be rein- 
forced. The effort made to oust KeLiy 
on Monday is one which it would 
be difficult to repeat. His enemies secured 
the attendance of a number of superannu- 
ated politicians with more or less claim to 
respectability, and as some of these had not 
been seen around Tammany Hall for the 
best part of a generation, it would 
not be safe to count on their reap- 
pearance. If the anti-Kelly element be 
honest in its expressed desire to divorce the 
Tammany Society from politics, the short- 
est way to set about it is to demonstrate the 
impossibility of electing any ticket for local 
officers bearing the indorsement of Tammany 
Hall. So long as the Tammany General 


Committee is the creature of the Sachems 
and it holds its place as the most powerful 
Democratic organization in the City, so long 
will the head of the Tammany Society re- 


main the ‘‘ Boss” of the party, and be able 


to snap his fingers at any movement within 
the party to dislodge him. 


A ORY OF DISTRESS. 
Senator Biarr, of New-Hampshire, yes- 
terday introduced in the United States Sen- 
ate a resolution declaring that, ‘in the judg- 


ment of the Senate, the public interests re- 


quire that Congress be convened in public 
session immediately.’’ The cause of this 
movement, which may, without ex- 
aggeration, be termed extraordinary, 
was the receipt of a letter by the 


honorable Senator from a firm engaged 


in the business of manufacturing hos- 


iery in the town of Laconia, N. H. The 
letter set forth that the recent circular of the 
Treasury Department, classifying knit goods 
made partly from wool under schedule M 


of the tariff, and directing duties to be levied 


on them ata uniform rate of 85 per cent. 
instead of, as heretofore, a rate of 85 per 
cent. plus a specific duty of from 40 to 50 
cents per pound, would ruin the hosiery and 
knit goods industry of the United States. 
In view of this alarming condition 
of things, the extra session, which was 
not deemed necessary three weeks since, be- 
comes a pressing need. The danger threat- 
ened by the Treasury circular can only be 
averted by prompt legislation. The refund- 
ing of the public debt, the investigation of 
the election frauds in the South, might have 
waited. But the impending foreign compe- 
tition in woolen underwear made possible 
by a change in the construction of the tariff 
is a matter which must be attended to ‘‘ im- 
mediately. ”’ 

We imagine that Mr. GarFreup hardly 
feels himself sufficiently strong in public 
confidence to venture the insult to the gen- 
eral common sense involved in responding 
to this appeal. In itself, and judged by its 
intrinsic merits, or connected with, and rein- 
forced by, the various considerations which 
may be brought forward, the proposition 
is almost too absurd for serious treatment. 
The only decent pretext for an ex- 
traordinary session which could _ be 
cited: at the time that it was re- 
cently under discussion has disappeared. 
The refunding of the high-rate bonds, 
which was supposed to require specfic legis- 
lation, has been undertaken by authority of 
laws already on the statute-book, and there 
is every reason to suppose that, whether all 
the bonds are disposed of or not, enough 
will be to relieve the Treasury of any 
reasonable apprehension. The call for an 
extra session to break the dead-lock in the 
Senate, which may be broken at any moment 
that one Senator on either side has a 
return of patriotism and common sense, 
would be employing costly means to attain 
a singularly insignificant result. It might 
be agreeable to Senators who may well 
shrink from retreating from a ridiculously 
untenable position, but it is hardly to be 
supposed that on their suggestion the Presi- 
dent will take on his own shoulders the re- 
sponsibility for their folly. 

Apart from the absurdity of the means 
proposed to save the Laconia hosiery mill 
from foreign competition, the sudden alarm 
of Mr. Buarr and his manufacturing con- 
stituents is not uninstructive as to the work- 
ing of an extreme protective tariff. The 
duties on woolen goods have been on the 
statute-book some fourteen years. They 
were placed there at the request, not to say 
the dictation, of a combination of wool- 
growers and woolen manufacturers, 


with the avowed purpose of building 


up both these interests. It was claimed 
at the time, as it always is in such cases, 


‘that the duties would lead to such firm estab-: 


lishment of woolen manufactures that the 
consumer would suffer no advance in price, 
while the mills would, in due time, become 
not only independent of legislative ‘‘ nour- 
ishing,’’ but would be able to compete with 
the foreigner in his own market. Nearly half 
the average life-time of a generatidn has 
passed by, and the hosiery manufacturers 
declare that they will be ruined by a re- 
mission of the specific duty on their 
competitors’ goods. They have enjoyed a 
protection ranging from 89 per cent. on the 
foreign value of their goods to 55 per cent. 
The change effected by the Treasury circu- 
lar would reduce this protection to 85 per 
cent. all around, and they declare, as with 
one voice, that they cannot stand alone with 


any such bolstering. It is a palpable ad- 


mission that in their case protection has 
been misapplied, and has failed of 
itspurpose. It has not built up a stable and 
independent American industry. It has not 
placed the American consumer on a footing 
of equality with consumers abroad. It has, 
if these gentlemen are correct—which we 
by no means admit—simply kept in preca- 
rious existence an industry which, after 
fourteen years of Government help, cannot 
walk alone, and cannot even endure a par- 
tial withdrawal of the support which, at the 
expense of the consumer, has been given 
to it. 

It must be remembered, moreover, that 
the particular class of goods to which this 
very large protection has been extended has 
become one of the necessities of daily life in 
America. Underwear of part wool and part 
cotton is now very generally used, and is 
found to be an almost indispensable condi- 
tion to health and comfort in our variable 
climate. It is valuable, up to a certain 
point, in proportion to the wool em- 
ployed. Hardly any single class of 
goods taxed at their entrance to the 
ports of the United States pays a tax that 
falls more directly and oppressively upon a 
larger class of consumers. Yetwe are asked 
that Congress shall be summoned in hot 
haste to prevent a reduction of about one- 
half in a tax which has obviously failed to 
accomplish the only purpose that could at 
all have justified its imposition. A more 
striking illustration of the impracticability 
of the extreme protectionist idea could not 
easily be found. 


THE CARPENTER BILL, 


In spite of the emphatic expression of pub- 
lic feeling in this City, supported by the 
sober judgment of the people elsewhere, the 
Assembly yesterday passed the Carpenter 
substitute for the Street-cleaning bill. For 
this action no excuse can be given except 
the demand of certain local Republican poli- 
ticians here, with whom a considerable 


number of rural politicians joined to 
sustain their hold upon patronage. . The 
question of street-cleaning is of vital 
importance to the people of this City. It 


concerns their comfort and their health, and 


it should be their business, and, as such, ex- 
clusively within their control. There is no 
reason why country politicians and country 
members of the Assembly should have any 
power over it. But as the laws are at pres- 
ent constituted a majority of the State 


Legislature may compel the people of this 


City to suffer ail the horrors of a pestilence, 
to say nothing of the ineffable discom- 
fort of daily dust and dirt, by refus- 
ing them the means of cleaning their own 
streets. But, being intrusted with this 
power, the Legislature is in duty and honor 


bound to exercise it in the interest of the 


people of this City and in accordance with 
their reasonable wishes. Now, the people 
have shown unmistakably that their wish 
is to have the most effective means 
of cleaning the streets placed in the 


hands of their own chief magistrate. 


They want a Street-cleaning Department 
which shall be designed only to keep the 
streets clean. , They know from bitter ex- 
perience that to effect this it must be free 
from polities; it must be conducted on busi- 
ness principles only, and somebody must be 
directly responsible for its work. ‘Their in- 
terests, their comfort, and their health de- 
mand this, and they have asked it. 

The treatment of the measure prepared by 
the citizens’ committee for the single pur- 
pose of securing clean streets is fresh in the 
minds of our readers. For it has been sub- 
stituted a bill prepared by a representa- 
tive of Sag Harbor, near the remote end 
of Long Island. Twenty-one of the 
leading citizens of this Metropolis, selected 
by one of its most distinguished and respect- 
ed jurists, at a public mecting where the 
popular demand was distinctly. expressed, 
prepared, in consultation with the Mayor 
and Corporation Counsel, a measure which, 
it was deemed, would most effectually ac- 
complish the desired purpose. It proposed 
to fix the responsibility on the Mayor, where 
it belongs, and where it can be reached by 
public opinion and the public power, and the 
Mayor gave assurance of a determination 
to use the authority and facilities placed at 
his command without regard to political 
considerations. Indeed, it would hardly have 
been safe for him to do otherwise. Now 
comes a resident of a little Dutch village on 
the far extremity of Long Island to displace 
this measure of the citizens of New-York 
with: a bill for retaining the business of 
cleaning our streets asa fund of political 
patronage to be distributed among ward 
politicians of both parties. This is the main 
object of the measure, and hence it is not 
calculated to relieve us from the filth that 
is breeding disease daily and threatening the 
City with an epidemic. 

This piece of Sag Harbor Carpenter work 
provides that the Superintendent of Street- 
cleaning shall be nominated by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the Board of Health, shall 
hold office for the term of two years, and be 
removable only by the Governor of the 
State after trial on charges preferred by the 
Mayor or Board of Health, and that 
the Supreme Court shall have power 
to annul his contracts. A more cum- 
bersome and incongruous contrivance for 
thwarting the wishes of the people could 
not be put together. The Democratic Mayor 
would name the Superintendent, and he 
might use his power of selection most con- 
scientiously, but there his responsibility 
would cease, and he could not rectify what 
might prove a mistake. His appointee would 
not be in office until confirmed by a political 


board consisting of the President of the 4 admirable and virtuous to make a dig at it! 


Police Comuhissioners, ‘the Health Officer 
of the Porta political doctor sent 


down by the Governor from the inte- 


rior of the State—and two sanitary 
officials who have plenty to do in their spe- 
cial department. It isan ingenious device 
for frittering away responsibility and get- 
ting the business where public sentiment 
cannot reach it. But when the Superin- 
tendent is in, he has a position good for two 
years whether he shows himself worthy of 
it or not, and he §is_ placed . under 
the temptation to distribute patronage 
and do his work with a view to securing 
a reappointment, instead of attending close- 
ly to the business of street-cleaning. The 
method provided for his removal on charges 
is ridiculous. It brings the Governor of the 
State in where he does not belong, and in- 
vites the political forces to a conflict when 
the question is one of removing rubbish 
from the streets. As to the annulment of 
contracts by the Supreme Court, that is 
plainly unconstitutional. 

The action of the Assembly in regard to 
this matter, and especially that of the Repub- 
lican members from this City, is, simply 
shameful, and it should not be allowed to 
fade from the public memory. In all 
probability the Senate will not agree to 
the Carpenter bill. It is , certain the 
City does not want it. What, then, is, to 
be the result? Shall there be a con- 
ference committee that can reach no 
agreement and the matter be simply left 
where it is now? The Committee of 
Twenty-one, in making their report to 
the Steinway Hall meeting, declared it 
to be their ‘deliberate conviction” that 
this was the intention of the opponents of 
the original bill from the outset. The best 
thing that could be done, that which 
ought to have been proposed in the’ first 
place, is the enactment of a law placing the 
power and responsibility in the hands of a 
single head of a Street-cleaning Department, 
to be appointed and to be removable by the 
Mayor. If this or something approaching: 
this in simplicity and effectiveness cannot 
be obtained from the State Legislature, the 
sooner a vigorous agitation for the self-gov- 
ernment of this City is begun the better. 
With all its faults and disadvantages, it can 
manage its own affairs better than they can 
be managed by a parcel of politicians in Al- 
bany. 


ANCIENT HISTORY REVIVED. 


The New-York Tribune is amusing itself 
with the publication of a file of ancient let- 
ters and reports taken from .; the rebel 
archives. With delicious simplicity, it as- 
sures its readers that these stale contribu- 
tions to contemporaneous history ‘‘ have 
never before been made public.’’ There is 
a well-known proverb to the effect that 
a certain class of people should have long 
memories. Surely such quackery in jour- 
nalism as this which characterizes the 
mismanagement of the Tribune does not im- 
pose upon intelligent people, as the laughter 
which has followed this exhibition may well 


attest, The first of this series of letters ap- 


peared in the Ziidune of Feb. 28, 1881, with 


a great flourish of trumpets. It was ad- 
dressed to JupAn P. BENJAMIN, the rebel 
Secretary of State, by C. C. Cuay, Jr., and 
was dated at St. Catharine’s, Canada West, 
Aug. 11, 1864. It is accompanied in the 
Tribune of Feb. 28, 1881, by a flaming edi- 
torial under the caption of “ Rebellion in 
the Rear.’”’ This letter was printed in THE 
Times Aug. 14, 1872. The next letter of 
the series, printed in -the Tribune of 


April 5, 1881, and accompanied by 
the usual editorial fanfaronade, is that 


of Prof. Honcompz to BENnJAMIy, 
dated at Richmond, Nov. 16, 1864. This 


identical letter was printed in Tor Tres 
July 31,1872. Extraordinary trumpeting at- 
tended the appearance of the next ‘‘ new con- 
tribution to contemporaneous history’’ made 


by the 7ribune under date of April 16, 1881. 


The head-lines of this fresh and hitherto un- 


published novelty ran thus: ‘‘ Traitors in the 
Rear !—Their Last Desperate Efforts—Plots 
of the ‘Sons of Liberty’ and Rebel Agents 
in Canada—The Day Fixed for an Uprising 
in the North—Incendiaries Commissioned 
and Paid by the Confederacy to Destroy 
Northern Cities and Shipping—Dangerous 
Implication of Northern Democrats in these 
Undertakings.’’ This is all very appetizing 
until we discover, to our great grief, that the 
news isnot new. This letter, dated at To- 
ronto, Dec. 3, 1864, and written by Jacos 
TnomPpson to JupAnH P. BeNJAMIN, was 
printed in Tun Treks, July 25, 1872. 

How much longer this sort of thing is to 
be continued, we cannot guess. There is 
that in the so-called management of the 
journal ‘‘ founded 'by Horach GREELEY’ 
which passes the comprehension of ordinary 
mortals. But, if undue attention to man- 
millinery and the latest novelties in ladies’ 
knitting has, so monopolized the resources of 
our contemporary that ancient history must 
be substituted for news, the filesof Tur 
Tres for 1872 will furnish forth such of 
the remainder of the rebel correspondence 
as may be deemed worthy of ‘republication 
in the Tribune. 

The maladroitness of the 7ribune’s course 
in’ printing, in 1881, what it claimed to be 
‘“*never before published,”’ and which was 
printed in Tum Tres in 1872, is simply 
melancholy. It was an open secret in 1872 
that THz Times was in possession of the 
documents now paraded with ignorant boast- 
fulness by the Zridune. The country was 
then in the midst of a Presidential cam- 


paign. The Tribune was a Democratic’ 


organ, and its former editor, Mr. GREE- 
LEY, was the Democratic candidate for 
President. , The day before the appear- 
ance of the first of this series of 
extracts from rebel archives, printed in Tue 
Trues of July 25, 1872, the Zridune, with 
one of its characteristic feminine shrieks, 
cried: ‘‘ It is intended to reopen the old sore 
again; we are to have the city-burning, the 
well-poisoning, and the contagion-spreading 
business all retold, for fear people might 
forget there had been a war, and make up 
their minds to live at peace with their coun- 
trymen. Must these dead-and-gone quar- 
rels be revived everlastingly that dema- 
gogues may thrive?’’ There was more of 
the same sort, the general tenor of which 
was that it was a wicked and naughty thing 
to make any reference to the plot of rebel 
emissaries and ‘‘ Northern Copperheads.”’ | 
But the alleged management of the T7ri- 
bune has seen a great light. It was wicked 
‘* to reopen the old sore’’ in 1872, but it is 
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in 1881. The gentle apostolic organ of peace 
shrieked, in 1872, that the dead-and-gone 
quarrels must not be ‘‘ revived everlasting- 


ly.” Why, then, revive them now—nine 
years after Tux Trves first priated the 
documents _ now reprinted in the  TJ7ri- 
bune? In 1872, while the Zribune was 
supporting the Democratic candidate forthe 
Presidency, it could not bear to have ‘‘the 
city-burning, well-poisoning, and contagion- 
spreading business’’ retold in the original 
documents of the conspirators. Now, after 
taking nine years to think the matter over, 
it has come to the conclusion that the coun- 
try is hankering for a revival of the whole 
miserable business. In 1872, the publication 
of the letters and reports of the rebel agents 
and emissaries was, according to the 
Tribune, ‘‘a new attempt to fire the North- 
ern heart.’’ But by February, 1881, the 
Northern heart had become so seared by 
these attempts that the 7ribwne of that date 
felt constrained to cry that the present pub- 
lication is designed to show that the busi- 
ness of the rebels was ‘* to conspire with the 
Democratic leaders, to send agents through 
the North to organize and arm the Sons 
of Liberty and other traitorous societies, to 
subsidize Democratic newspapers, and to 
hire miscreants to. burn Northern cities.’’ 
If it. was not worth while to tell all 
this in 1872, why, in the name of common 
sense is it worth while in. 1881? Newspa- 
pers that have a crooked’ record should be 


| very careful about raking up the past.. The 


reformed thief should be chary of references 
to the penitentiary and the profession of 
burglary. Let the Zribune content _ itself 
with safe platitudes concerning the fashions, 
the good, the true, and the beautiful. For it, 
any delving into political history.as ancient 
as 1872 will prove most unprofitable. 


SPRING. 


Mr. Tennyson is to a very large extent 
responsible for the prevalence of the opinion 
set forth by him in verse that in the Spring 
a young man’s fancy lightly turns to thoughts 
of love. It does not,do anything of 4he 
kind. Mr. TenNnyYSON is the last person who 
has a right to express ‘any opinion concern- 
ing the conduct of lovers. His writings 
show that he knows nothing whatever about 
them. There is his Mariana, who, he tells 
us, sits year after year in the moated grange 
bewailing the fact that ‘‘he,’’ her lover, 
cometh not; whereas a real Mariana would 
have staid in the grange about two days, 
and at the end of that time would have gone 
up to London, engaged a lawyer, and brought 
anaction for breach of promise. There, too, is 
Enoch Arden, who, on coming home to’ see 
his wife, contents himself with looking at 
her through the back window, and then,’ 
after rolling’ over the vegetable beds, goes 
away and dies in a boarding-house. °Had 
Enoch been a true man he would have either 
pitched the intercalary husband out of the 


window or arranged a judicious compromise 
with him. Im either case he would have 
claimed his wife and died comfortably in 
his own front bedroom. , The inability to 


comprehend the feelings of lovers, as shown 


in these and other instances, renders Mr. 
TENNYSON entirely unfit to tell us what 
time of year or in what circumstances a 
young man’s fancy turns to thoughts of 
love. 

Spring is precisely the season of the year 


when men, whether young or old, never 


think of making love. This is due to a va- 
riety of causes. In Spring no less than 78 
per cent. of girls residing in the ‘so-called 
temperate zone have coldsin the head. The 
young man who calls to see a girl at this 
season is either told that she is not at. home, 


or he is admitted to gaze on watery eyes and 


a ruddy nose, and to listen to wailings con- 
cerning the discomfort of a ‘‘gold in the 
’ead.’’ Obviously, a girl in such a condition 
does not attract the light or the heavy fancy 
of any discriminating young man. The 


fiame of leve can be easily sniffed out in 


early Spring, or a mere handkerchief can ex-’ 


tinguish it. 

Spring being thus what might be called, 
after the manner of sporting men, a close 
season for girls, it is the most unpropitious 
of all seasons for love-making. Not only is 
it untrue that in the Spring the fancy of 
young men turns girlward, but, in point of 
fact, there are other objects which inevitably 
attract masculine fancy. One of these is the 
subject of clothing. The young man cannot 
make up his mind whether on any given 
day he should wear a heavy overcoat ora 
light overcoat. If he wears the former, he is 
sure to be uncomfortably warm, and if he 
wears the latter, he inevitably takes cold. 
Hence, there is a constant struggle in his mind, 
a feverish uncertainty which cannot fail to 
banish all thoughts of love. No man can 
use the language of affection with any suc- 
cess while he is suffering from -too warm 
clothing, and still less can he manage to 
please a fastidious woman when his mind is 
preoccupied with the conviction that he has 
certainly taken cold and that pneumonia is 
about to claim him asavictim. Itis true 
that conversation between the sexes may be 
carried on in Spring, but its subject-matter 
is usually the efficacy of mustard-plasters, 
or the comparative value of chlorate of pot- 
ash and dlum as remedies for sore throat. 

Then, with the advent of Spring most 
young men are brought face to face with 
the problem how to pay for a Spring suit of 
clothes. Surely there is no more danger- 
ous foe of love than the tailor’s bill. In 
January the young man can buy flowers or 
opera boxes, or hire carriages, or pay for 
suppers, for he has more or less money in 
his pocket, and the boarding-house keeper 
and the washerwoman can be made to wait. 
But when there is a question of ordering 
Spring clothes, the young man feels his pov- 
erty. He must make a payment on that old 
account before the tailor will consent to 
trust him for a new suit. Thus he has no 
money to spare for the purposes of court- 
ship, and his mind is too much occupied 
with the financial problem to admit of softer 
and sweeter thoughts. ; 

And then, provided the young man lives 
in the country, there is the Spring mud. 
How can he think of going to see any young 
lady when he must walk through a quarter 
of a mile of mud and present himself before 
her with the boots of an active agriculturist 
and the muddy trousers of a patrolman? 
The thing is clearly out of the question, and 
the young man is compelled, as a matter of 
self-respect, to stay at home till fine weather 
begins and the roads are dry. 

Mr. Tennyson may plead that in making 
his preposterous assertion concerning the 
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Spring habits of lovers he had in mind only 
the particular young man who was in the 


habit of sitting on the moor and repeating 


pretty verses concerning his cousin Amy, 
instead of boldly walking up to Locksley 
Hall, calling on that respectable matron, and 
accepting an invitation to dinner. Let us 
accept this explanation, and admit that this 
idiotical young man’s fancy did turn to 
thoughts of his cousin Amy between the 
first of March and the last of April. Much 
good it did him. Miss Amy undoubtedly 
took the ground that she would have noth- 
ing to do with a young man who came with 
muddy boots to call on her when she had a 
cold in her head. This was the real reason 
Why she dismissed him and married the other 
man, and the story ought to convince Mr. 
TENNYSON that Spring is not a good time 
for love-making. 


The truth is, Spring is the most objection- 
able of allseasons. The weather is certain to 
be disagreeable, and no man can successfuily 
adapt his clothing to it. It is a season when 
one is equally uncomfortable in-doors or out- 
of-doors. Of every hundred successful 
lovers, at least ninety-five never make Jove in 
Spring. That malign season should be 
stricken from the almanac, and Summer 
should be made to promptly succeed Winter 
on the 15th of every May. 


A great deal of the late Earl of Bracons- 


.PIELD's success, both social and political, is unde- 


niably due to his excellent wife—an extraordinary 
woman, as all who knew her readily conceded her 
to be. Even before the death of her first husband, 
Wrspuam Lewis, DisrRaewi’s colleague and inti- 
mate, she was a warm friend of the dead Earl, and 
aided him by her wise counsel, her fine tact, and 
her accurate knowledge of society and the world.

A petition has been circulated and signed 
by the leading fish-dealers in the City, requestiag 
the State Legislature to modify a section of the 
laws for the protection of game and fish, now 
about being submitted, which limits the size of the 
blue-fish to be caught to three-fourths’of a pound. 
The request of the fish-dealers is that the limit be 
reducea to one-fourth of a pound, which is vir- 
tually the same as to take off all restrictions as to 
size of the blue-fish. The petitioners advance the 
idea that there is no probability of ascarcity of the 
blue-fish, and that even should they be less abun- 
dant, as they are a predacious fish, their absence 
would be rather beneficial, as they would 
not destroy other fish. Although small blue- 


fish — snapping mackerel, as they are called 


—are not commonly brought into New- 
York market, they are caught in large quantities ir 
the Sound, are used as food, and a great many fish- 
ermen depend on blue-fish fora living. They very 
often bring a better price when small than when 
they are full grown. There is no doubt that 
the Pomatomus saitatrix is the most predacious of 
all fish, and that to attain a weight of eight pounds 


he must devour his weight in fish almost every day. 


Great abundance of blue-fish at certain seasons 
pretty generally means a scarcity of other fish. 
Perhaps the blue-fish acts beneficially in keeping 
up an equilibrium in the inhabitants of the seas. 
There is no very good reason why, then, there 
should be any restrictions as to catching blue-fish. 


The Croton water, at least such of it as is 


delivered to the citizens living on Murray Hill, is 
suffering, just now, from one of its periodic suffu- 
sions of impurity, if not of serious unwholesome- 
ness. Fora week or more, especially within two 
or three days, the water has been so bad, has given 
out such au odor, in addition t6 having a very dis- 
agreeable taste, tnat hundreds of families in tbat 
quarter are afraid to drinkit. It smells as if de- 
cayed fish or other animal matter had been thrown 
into it, and it is unpleasantly perceptible when used 
ina wash-bowl or in the bath. Many Murray Hillers 
have been compelled to substitute for it various 
mineral waters, ginger ale and the like, their pal- 
ates instinctively rejecting it. Even when mixed 
with claret, it is too offensive to be swallowed. 
The Croton cannot with such a taint failto be 
very unhealthful, and many persona are alarmed 
less they shall fall ill fromits effects. In different 
houses the odor it makes is but too readily de- 
tected, andits condition has caused no small un- 
easiness and alarm. What and whence the source 
of this defilement is at present a mystery, and the 
mystery increases the anxiety felt on the subject. 
Some persons think it is in the pipes; others that it 
comes from the reservoir; others again from the 
Croton River. If the corruption proceeds from 
animal matter, as the senses indicate, it 
is so grave as to demand immediate atten- 
tion. That something is very wrong is 
obvious enough, and the subject requires prompt 
action from the Municipal authorities. It may be 
that only the mains on Murray Hill are at fault— 
they may be defective enough to let external im- 
purities soak through the soil—but whether the 
trouble be confined to them or not, the case is 
urgent enough to call for direct remedy. We have 
had so much trouble about the Croton in the last 
few years that some of us may have grown har- 
dened to its corruption, but as the present evil 
may be dangerous, investigation should be no 
longer delayed.

ACQUITTING A MURDERER 


——< 


TRIED FOR KILLING A DISGRACED 
SISTER. : 
PEJARNETTE FOUND NOT GUILTY ON ACCOUNT 
OF INSANITY--VAIN ATTEMPTS TO RE- 
CLAIM HIS WAYWARD SISTER---SHOOTING 
HER IN A HOUSE OF BAD CHARACTER. 

DANVILLE, Va., April 19.—The trial of 
Thomas Dejarnette for the marder of his sister 
was concluded at noon. The jury, after being out 
#0 minutes, brought in a verdict of ‘ not guilty, be- 
pause of insanity at the time he committed the 
act.”’ After the verdict was announced, there was 
a demonstration of applause in the court-room, 
which was promptly suppressed by the Sergeant. 
Phe verdict seems to mest the approval of the com- 
munity pretty generally. The prisoner was re- 
manded to jail to await the further action of the 
rourt. 

Dejarnette murdered his sister Mary, a young, 
Intelligent, and beautiful girl of 18 years, in a house 
of ill-fame, in this place, in July, 1880, The young 
man is the son of the late Dr. Thomas Dejarnette, a 
man, during his life, of culture and large means. 
The famiiy lived for years in Caswell County, N.C., 
about 10 miles from here. He was wealthy, owned 
a large landed estate, upon which he lived, and 
ontertained his friends in good style. The war, 
however, swept away everything Mr. Dejarnette 
owned, leaving him bankrupt—financially, physi- 
sally. and almost mentally. The family consisted 
of the husband and wife and three children— 
the young man, the sister whom he killed, 
and another daughter, a year or two younger. A 
short time after the close of hostilities, Dr. De- 
jarnette died, leaving his family without any 
means of support. Thomas was then a boy of 6 or 


os 


7. A few years later he removed to Danville and 
secured a place as a messenger in the telegraph 
office. His two sisters were forced to find homes 
here also inthe families of respectable citizens as 


servants. Mary soon manifested a waywardness, 
but nothing absolutely wrong was ever charged 
pgainst her in thosedays. Through the good offices 
of a friend of the family, however, a place was ob- 
tained for her in the family of the proprietor of a 
rotton factory at Hard River, in North Carolina. 
Here she was kindly cared for by the mistress of 
the house and surrounded by every comfort one 
could expect in her circumstances. After remain- 
ing with this family a year or so, a young man em- 
ployed as a mechanic about the factory led her 
astray, she alleged. Anyhow, she soon had to 
leave the family at Hard River, or did leave it, and 
returned to Danville. 

The reports Dejarnette received of his sister’s 
waywardness, though at that time he knew no 
downright sin she had committeed, gave him a 
great deal of trouble. He several times sent her 
money which ne had saved out of his wages, and 
did everything in his power to persuade her to con- 
duct herself properly. Upon leaving the North 
Carolina village where such a comfortable and 
pleasant home had been provided for her, Mary re- 
turned to Danville and secured a placein a _milli- 
nery store. She here met a young man, then living 
here, who continued to lead her on the downward 
path. After remaining in the millinery establish- 
ment a few weeks, the man to whom she became 
attached left Danville for another State. This 
freems to have decided the unfortunate girl’s fate. 
Soon after that she entered a house of prostitution 
jn the lower part of this city. Her brother at 
that time was not living here, but had secured 
Rk position as telegraph operator at Ruffin’s 
Depot, on the Piedmont Air Line, about 20 miles 
from here. As soon ashe was informed of the 
step taxen by his sister, Dejarnette immediately 
wrote to her imploring her to recall her determina- 
tion to lead such a disgraceful life before it was 
too late, promising if she would do so to do every- 
thing in his power to make life pleasant for her. 
The girl replied, narrating to her brother how she 
had been tempted, finaily yielded, and was then 
too far gone on her downward course ever to think 
of reformation. This letter was long, and gave 
a vivid — of the girl's sufferings and 
wrongs. Upon the receipt of that letter, De- 
jarnette left Ruffin's Depot, came to this city 
armed witha revolver, and visited the house of 
which his sister was an inmate. He asked to see the 

irl, and was conducted to her room, After 

ing with her for some time, the woman of 
the place heard the explosion of a revolver, 
followed by a woman’s screams, quickly succeeded 
by four more shots and wild shrieks. The Police 
were called. and the door of the girl's chamber was 
broken open. The sight that met the eyes of the 
officers was a horrible one. Upon the bed lay Mary 
Dejarnette bathed in her own blood, which covered 
the floor, with five wounds in her breast and body. 
The brother stood by the bedside, with the pistol 
in his hand. The wounded girl was perfectly calm 
pnd cool. She begged the officers not to arrest her 
prother, saying that he had but done his 
duty in shooting her; that she had dishonored 
him and her family, and deserved death. 
A physician was promptly called in, who 
pronounced the girl’s wounds fatal. Young De- 
jJarnette, when questioned by the officers, did not 
hesitate to admit that he had shot his sister, and 
that his object in doing so was to killherin order, 
he said, to * detend the honor of my family.” He 
coolly remarked that he did not regret what he had 
fone, and if he had to go over it again he would 
not hesitate to act in the same manner. Dejar- 
nette was committed to jail. The wounded girl 
lingered for three orfour days and died. Before 
she died her brother was summoned to her bed- 
side, and was appealed to by the dying girl for his 
forgiveness for the life she had led. The body 
was buried near the city. - 

Dejarnette was tried atthe November term of 
the Hustings Court of Danville, and found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged in the January follow- 
ing. Astay of sentence was secured from the 
Court of Appeals. At the February term of that 
court a new trial was granted, which was begun 
last week. The prisoner's counsel hoped to save 
bim by proving that he was tainted with insanity, 
which was hereditary, and that Dejarnette 
at the time of the murder was _labor- 
ing under a of excitement  pro- 
duced by an attack of this mental trouble. 
During his incarceration Dejarnette was frequent- 
ly visited by Miss May Donnodo. of Caswell City, 
N. C., to whom, it was understood, he was afii- 
pueed. For several weeks the prisoner was quite 
sick, and during that time the young lady was un- 
remitting in her care and attention. About four 
weeks ago, however, she seems to have jilted him. 
At any rate, about that time this young lady eloped 
with another young man in the neighborhood ot 
Milton. N. C., and met by appointment ona rustic 
bridge a few miles from the city. ‘There the lovers 
were met by a magistrate and a few mutual 
friends. Upon this spot the couple was married.

HARVARD AND YALE OARSMEN. 


THE FORMER’S BAD QUARTERS AT NEW-LON- 
DON—MONEY PROVIDED TO PROCURE 
SUITABLE ACCOMMODATIONS, 


Boston, April 19.—A meeting of the Har- 
vard University Boat Club was held this evening to 
take action upon the position of Harvard, as brought 
about by the recent communieation of the Yale 
Boat Club, President Hammond called upon Capt. 
Brandegee, of the university crew, to explain the 
action of the Executive Committee of the Harvard 
Ciub in relation to the place of rowing the annual 
boat-race. Capt. Brandegee stated that in the Fall of 
1879 Harvard endeavored to induce the New-Lon- 
don local committee to furnish better quarters for 
the crews, the ones then occupied hay- 
ing , proved unsatisfactory. The New-London 
committee objected to furnishing new quar- 
ters, on the ground that there was no guarantee 
that the race would be rowed at New-London in 
the future. To meet this objection an offer was 
made by Harvard to furnish a guarantee under 
the names of Prof. Agassiz and two others 
that 10 per cent. interest on the money expended 
in building quarters would be paid for every year 
the race was not rowed at New-London 
for 10 years. Notwithstanding that the com- 
mittee seemed to regard this guarantee sufficient, 
quarters were not forthcoming, and in 1880 Har- 
vard occupied her old quarters. Immediately after 
the race of last July Capt. Brandegee spent several 


days in trying to find better quarters, already 
built, at various points along the river, 
but was unsuccessful, although he selected several 
sites suitable for new quarters. Again, during the 
apo college year, another effort was made 
y the Executive Committee of the Harvard Club 
to get the New Londoners to build quarters, and 
again the Harvard men were unsuccess- 
ful, the New-Londoners not taking any 
action in the time (80 days) requested 
by the Harvard men. In the meantime, 
the challenge to Yale was sent, accompanied 
by a note from pen 2 Brandegee ‘to Capt. 
Collins, of Yale, calling attention to the 
fact that the challenge had not been sent 
sooner because no sufficient guarantee of suitable 
quarters had been furnished, but it was thought 
best not to defer the challenge longer, especially 
stating that Harvard would not go to New-London 
this year unless suitable quarters were obtained. 
After the expiration of the 30 days just mentioned 
Capt. Brandegee wrote to Capt. Collins asking 
Yale to stand out with Harvard in demand- 
ing of the New-London committee  suita- 
ble quarters for Harvard, and suggesting 
that, as these races were rowed in a spirit of gen- 
erous rivalry, he could see no reason why one col- 
lege should not stand by the other in an emer- 
gency like the present. Capt. Collins replied that he 
did not know whether Yale would comply with 
Harvard’s demands or not. Then Capt. Brande- 
gee wrote that if Yale was unwilling to 
accede to Harvard's request, Harvard 
would not row at New-London this year. 
Then Yale requested a meeting of representa- 
tives of the two boat clubs. Accordingly, a 
meeting between Mr. Watson and Capt. Brandegee, 
on the part of Harvard, and President Bigelow 


-and Capt. Collins, on the part of Yale, was held 


at Springfield. Harvard reiterated her refusal 
to row at New-London without suitable 
quarters. The Yale representatives acknowledged 
that Harvard’s old quarters were not such as they 
would be willing to have their own crew occupy, 
but as Yale did not wish to leave New-London, while 
admitting that Harvard’s position was not unfair 
if new quarters could not be had, they 
desired to see what they could do toward 
inducing the people of New-London to build 
—— Harvard, willing that they should try to 

o this, consented, stating, however, that she 
must have a proper guarantee that quar- 
ters would be furnished. The Yale men, 
as was anticipated by Harvard, were unsuccess- 
ful in obtaining this guarantee. Harvard then 
asked Yale to name some other place for the race. 
This request was acted upon at the meetings held 
last week, the result of which has been published 
in the papers. 

At the conclusion of the statement of Capt. 
Brandegee he was loudly applauded, it being thus 
evident that the meeting was prepared 
to approve his action. Capt. Brandegee 
was then asked if the quarters could 
be built in season for this year’s race, if the money 
was forthcoming. The Captain stated that they 
could be, but although the graduates in 
New-York and Boston had been appiied to, 
in addition to the application to the New-Lon- 
doners for means to build the quarters, it was 
found impossible to procure the money, chiefly be- 
cause of the recent large subscription which built 
the steam-launch. Capt. Brandegee further stated 
that the crew preferred New-London as tne place 
for the race if anyway suitable quarters could be 
furnished. Prescott Everts, °81, said that 
the college ought to back up the crew 
by furnishing it with as good quarters as 
Yale had, and suggested that a subscription 
be started to provide them. A committee ap- 
pointed to canvass the meeting for subscriptions 
reported that a sufficient amount was assured 
to enable the boat club to go forward in 
obtaining quarters. A committee was then ap- 
pointed to ascertain the cost of obtaining a site and 
of erecting quarters, with directions to report at a 
meeting to be held within two weeks. The meeting 
was the largest boating meeting ever held at Har- 
vard, and the sentiment was unanimous that the 
crew ought to have the quarters it desired and that 
the race ought to be rowed at New-London. Re- 
marks were made by several old boating men ap- 

roving Capt. Brandegee’s action, and compliment- 
ng the present crew upon its faithful training. 
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FIRE IN AN INSANE ASYLUM. 


THE HOSPITAL AT ANNA, ILL., PARTIALLY 
DESTROYED—ONLY ONE PATIENT LOST. 


Anna, IL, April 19.--A fire broke out in 
the bath-room on the fourth floor of the north wing 
of the Illinois Southern Hospital for the Insane, at 
this place, at 11:30 o’clock last night. After get- 
ting the patients out an effort was made to check 
the flames, but, as the building had a mansard 
roof, it was not until the centre building was 
reached that the fire was mastered. Three patients 
were discovered in a room on the second story of 
the north wing, entirely surrounded by the fiames. 
The throng upon the ground witnessed their frantic 
efforts to burst through the grated windows with 
breathless excitement. Finally, a ladder was pro- 
cured and placed near a window, and although 


the flames curled around the ladder, three times 
men started up, but were forced by the heat 
to return. One gallant fellow named Grace 
ran up the ladder, thrust an axe intoa window, and 
commanded a colored patient named Nelson to 
cut his way out. He simply drew the axe away, 
and again it was given him, and the crowd below, 
as with one voice, yelled to him to cut the grating 
loose. This time he did it, and escanea. Grace 
again showed his courage by ascending the ladder 
and going into the blazing room, and, after a 
hand to hand straggle with a patient named 
McClelland, who was _ nearly dead from the 
heat but desperately determined to stay in his 
room, Grace forced him headlong through the 
window and persons outside caught him. Grace 
inhaled the heat and suffered intensely afterward, 
but is not in danger. A patient from Monroe 
County named N. Ferkle was burned to death. 
These patients were all taken from the halls, but 
in some way wandered back. Three fire compa- 
nies from Cairo arvived at 6:30 o’clock and ure 
working upon the ruins. The Superintendent, Dr. 
Wordier, is in Chicago on business, The loss is 
estimated at $150,000. Ferkle is the only patient 
missing.

STRIKE IN 8sT. LOUIS. 

PirrspurG, Penn., April 19.—The~ boiler- 
makers here, numbering 500, struck to-day for an 
agreement for one year at the present wages, which 
range from $2 25 to $2 80 per day, and for time and 
a half time for repair jobs, double time for night 
work, triple time for Sunday, and quadruple time 
for Sunday night. The contest is on a fixed rate of 
wages. 

Sr. Lours, April 19.—The street railway conduc- 
tors and drivers of all the lines in this city have de- 
cided to make a demand fora reduction of their 
hours of labor. They now work from 12 to 14 
hours on the short runs, and 16 to 18 hours on the 


long runs, the conductors receiving $2 and the 
drivers $1 50 per day. They want a reduction of 
these hours to 120n both short and longruns at 
the wages now paid, and assert that if the com- 
panies do not comply with this demand a strike is 
certain. A meeting is to be held to-morrow night, 
at which their demand will be formulated and pre- 
sented to the companies, 

Crxctnnati, April 19.—The street cars are run- 
ning here on all the lines to-day. The strike con- 
tinues in Newport, Ky., and trouble is feared. 
The carpenters’ strike in this city continues, and 
seems to be extending. Reports from Louisville, 
Ky., indicate that there is a general strike of plat- 
form laborers at all the railroad depots, 
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NEW HORSE DISEASE IN CHICAGO. 
Cuicaco, April 19.—The troubles of the 
street railway companies are not yet past. A pe- 
culiar and heretofore unknown disease has broken 
out among the horses. It begins witha swelling 
just below the fetlock, which, aftera little time, 


festers and becomes a discharging sore. It yields 
slowly to skillful treatment, but unless taken early 
the poisonous matter spreads itself upward and 
infects the blood, anang death. The horses are, 
im many cases, laid up from two to three weeks. 
The veterinary surmeane attribute the. disease to 
the long Winter. during which the animals have 


been obliged to stand and travel in the cold, wet, 
and slush, The disease has been slowly gaining 
ground for some days, and to-day a large propor- 
tion of the South Side Company’s horses are under 
treatment. Two hundred horses of the North 
Side Company and 75 of the West Side Company 
are also under treatment. Parmely’s omnibus line 
reports one horse dead 4nd 40 laid up. Express 
companies and private owners also suffer.

READING’S CONTESTING OFFICERS—AWARD- 
ING RAILWAY CONTRACTS. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—The complicated 
Reading Railroad litigation received a tresh 
twist this morning in a decree by the 
United States Circuit Court, directing the 
Receivers of;the road to furnish the Bond 
management with suitable accommodations 
in the company’s office building for the transac- 
tion of their business, with access to all the com- 
papy’s books and papers. At the same time the 
decree forbids the Receivers to interfere with the 
Gowen managers in the enjoyment of their rights 
and privileges. The effect of the decree is to 
install two Presidents and Boards of Directors, but 
itis believed that no attempt will be made at pres- 
ent by the new management to interfere with the 
actual operations of the company, which will con- 


tinue to be directed by the old officers. Pres- 
ident Gowen was asked this afternoon what dis- 
position he would make of the new-comers. * Oh!” 
said he, *’I will give them rooms on the first floor 
and try to make them comfortable. But really,” 
he added, with a laugh, ‘‘I don’t see what there is 
for them to do.”’ He intimated that, so far as his 
management was concerned, matters would 
go on as usual, no. attention being 

aid to the presence of the Bond party. 
Major Bond was also seen, and was asked what his 
party intended doing. He replied that he could 
not say, asno definite procedure had been deter- 
mined on. All they intended doing for the mo- 
ment was to secure a location in the Reading 
offices, settle down, and await events; they would 
not make themselves offensive, and did not antici- 
pate getting into any quarrel with the Gowen 
par. He said, further, that he did not-know what 

e would do with the deferred bonds when in full 
possession, but that if they were decided to be reg- 
ular by the courts very probably he would issue 
them. He emphatically denied the rumor that the 
roadunder his management would be conducted 
in the interest of the Pennsylvania Railroad. It 
was intimated by the court this morning thata 
decision will be given to-morrow in the matter of 
the deferred bond scheme.

Trains will run direct from Knoxville to Charleston 
by the beginning of next Winter.

THE CONSTITUTION : SAFE—THE FARRAGUT

WasHineton, April 19.—Gen. Samuel D. 
Sturgis, Colonel of the Seventh Cavalry, will prob- 
ably be assigned tothe Governorship of the Sol- 
diers’ Home to succeed Gen. Potter, who will, 
about July 1, rejoin his regiment, the Twenty- 
fourth Infantry, of which he is Colonel. The pres- 
ent Deputy-Governor, Col. Coggeswell, who is on 
the retired list, will be succeeded by Col. J. 8. 
Mason, of the Fourth Infantry. 

The resignation of Frederick D. Grant as First 
Lieutenant, Fourth Cavalry, and as Lieutenant- 
Colonel on Gen. Sheridan’s staff, reported to have 
been forwarded from Chicago on Saturday last, has 
not been received at the War Department. 

Second-Lieut. Francis D. Rucker, Eleventh In- 
fantry, has been transferred to the Second Cav- 
alry, and assigned to Troop B. Fort Keogh, Mon- 
tana. Upon the mutual application of the officers 
concerned, the following transfers in the Second 


Cavalry are announced, to date from March 4, 
1881: First-Lieut.

The Navy Department received this afternoon 
intelligence of the arrival of the practice ship Con- 
stitution at Piney Point. Capt. Stanton, her com- 
mander, reports as follows: ‘‘ Sailed from Fort 
Mifflin, near League Island, April 7, and arrived at 
Piney Point April 18. On April 14, experienced a 
severe gale trom the north-north-east to north- 
north-west, accompanied by high sea, which car- 
ried away the iron strapsof the bobstays, and left 
the bowsprit, foremast, and maintopmast without 
fore and aft support. Sent down the foretopgal- 
lantmast, got up pendant tackles to the foremast- 
head, top-burtons to the topmast-heads, and se- 
cured the bowsprit as well as possible with the 
stream chain. fterthe gale we fitted the bobstay 
hearts with straps of wire rope around the bow- 
sprit. This has stood as a temporary expedient, 
but the wire rope is too old and too small to be de- 
pended upon. During the gale the ship worked 
much in her topsides and knee fastenings, forcing 
the oakum out of the water-way seams of the main 
deck, causing them to leak.” 

Secretary Hunt to-day issued a general order for 
all officers of the Navy in Washington to assemble 
at the Navy Department at 11:30 A. M., on the 25th 
inst.,in ‘‘service dress uniform for official visits,” 
to attend the ceremonies of unveiling the statue of 
the late Admiral Farragut.

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TRYING A RUFFIANLY MURDERER. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Apri] 19.—Renewed inter- 
est in the trial of William Burke for the killing of 
Payton was manifested to-day by a crowded court- 
room. It took the greater portion of two days to 
secure a jury, owing to the fact that most of those 
called had formed opinions of the murder. 
Five witnesses who were present when 
the deed was done, gave their testimony to-day. 


These are Patrick Harrison, the man who went 
with Payton into Burke’s saloon, James Kerrigan, 
John Kelly, James Igo,and Michael Noon. The 
dispute arose on the question as to whether a man 
named McGee was a fit candidate for Constable 
of the ward, being unable to read or write. Epi- 
thets were bandied, and culminated in Burke draw- 
ing nis revolver and shooting Payton, who feil 
speechless on the floor. Burke then made 
his escape. The widow of the murdered 
man occupied a place at the prosecuting 
attorney’s table during the recital. and Burke’s 
wife sat near her husband. The authorities 
are keeping a close watch on the prisoner, as 
the impression prevails that his friends may at- 
tempt to assist him in escaping from the county 
jail, which is not a very substantial structure.

About 20 
men wanted Peter Cunningham’s “Story of Nell 
Gwyn and the Sayings of Charles the Sec- 
ond.” The volume was a large folio, mo- 
rocco bound, and extra illustrated by the inser- 
tion of 149 rare and fine portraits and plates. The 
portraits were those of Nell Gwynne, Charles II., 
James II., the Duchesses of Portsmouth and Cleve- 
land, and other beauties and celebrities of the 
time. The first bid of $10 was ridiculed by the 
auctioneer, then $50 was offered, and a brisk race 
immediately began between 20 men for the book, 
which was finally knocked down at $210.

Whitfield, Jennie Merrill, and 
Sarah Sands, the manager of the association. 
Mr. Dotee presented a detailed report of the work 
accomplished during the year. To Miss Emily 
Huntington, chief among the members of the asso- 
ciation, and its founder, was attributed no small 
proportion of the success which had crowned the 
society’s efforts. The results of the year’s work 
were declared to be fully up to the brightest antici- 
pations. In the City, 29 classes have been in oper- 
ation, having connected with them about 1,000 chil- 
dren. These classes have been taught by volunteer 
lady teachers, with two or three exceptions, where 
salaries are paid to ladies who devote their time to 
teaching the system. Taree of the classes were of 
children from the public schools; one was com- 
posed of little girls belonging to wealthy families, 
whose parents were anxious to have their children 
conversant with ‘the details of household work; 
another class, meeting every Tuesday night, com- 
prised young ladies from 14 to 20 years of age em- 
ployed during the day for the most part in stores. 
The work has not been confined to New-York. 
Under the intelligent and energetic lead of Miss 
Huntington and Miss Sands 6 classes, numbering 
120 children, have been formed in Brooklyn. In 
Philadelphia 2 classes, with 48 scholars, have been 
organized. Boston has 38 classes and 60 pupils, 
one of these classes being composed of deaf-mutes. 
Other classes have been established in Albany, 
Troy, Poughkeepsie, Wilkesharre, Newport, New- 
ark, St. Louis, Cincinnati, and smaller places. Miss 
Huntington's system is being translated for intro- 
duction at Bombay. India, and the London press 
has recently been devoting attention to the excel- 
lence of the work. The weport said that girls 
now  aipaeb gpd from the public and normal 
schools look down upon house-work as debasing,and 
almost invariably seek positions in stores as sales- 
women or cashiers. Such sources of employment 
are overcrowded, and it has become practically im- 
possible to obtain a position in a store, where, ina 
monetary point of view, girls are by no means so 
well off as the domestic in a private family. No 
girl, as a clerk, it was argued, can net $20 a month, 
as can a good domestic, who is more independent 
and less subjected to exposure, moral and physical. 
The one lesson above others sought to be incul- 
cated by the kitchen garden is that woman’s work 
is noble, and that nothing of disgrace can attach 
to one because of her ability to properly and thor- 
oughly care for the household. Following the 
reading of the report addresses were made by Mr. 
A. D. F. Randolph and the Revs. Arthur Brooks 
and E. P. Roe. The Treasurer’s report showed 
that about $1,000 had been received during the 
year, half of which was from private donations. 
After paying salaries and sundry expenses, over 
$200 remains in the treasury. An effort is to be 
made to raise a fund of $2,000the ensuing year 
that the work of the association may be widely ex- 
tended. A special effort is to be made to establish 
the system South among the freedmen, 
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TO TARRYTOWN INA FOUR-HORSE COACH. 

The new four-horse coach, the “ Tantivy,” 
just built by Brewster & Co., of this City, is to be- 
gin making regular daily trips between the Hotel 
Brunswick and the Vincent House, in Tarrytown, 
next Monday. The coach has been designed and 
built {especially for the purpose, and will carry 
12 passengers, all outside. The route is to be 
through the Park to ,Carmansville, through 
Fort Washington, Inwood. King’s Bridge, River- 
dale, Mount - 8t.; Vincent, Yonkers, Glen- 


wood, Hastings. Dobb’s Ferry, and _Irv- 
vington, to the Vincent House, Tarrytown. The 
fare, fora single trip, will be $3, and $5 for the 
round trip, box seats $1 extra each way; interme- 
diate fares, 10 cents a mile. Parcels will be carried 
and delivered, and each passenger will be entitled 
to take 50 pounds of baggage free. The coach will 
stop to take on or let off passengers anywhere on 
the road, except between the Hotel Brunswick and 
Fifty-ninth-street. Places can. be secured and in- 
formation had at the office of the Hotel Bruns- 
wick. The coach will leave New-Yerk at 10 in the 
morning and reach Tarrytown at 1; returning, it 
will leave Tarrytown at 3, and reach New-York at 
6. Atrial trip is tobe made on Saturday, when 
only guests will be carried. The first regular trip, 
for which places will be sold, will be made on 
Monday.

A COMMISSION MERCHANT ARREST- 
ED FOR ABANDONMENT. 
DISTKICT ATTORNEY WOODFORD AND MR. 

FIERO APPEARING ON BEHALF OF A 
PREPOSSESSING YOUNG WOMAN IN A 
POLICE COURT—A MARRIAGE CEREMONY 
PERFORMED BY ‘‘ ALDERMAN JOHNSON.”’ 
A comely young woman applied at the Jef-. 


ferson Market Police Court on Monday afternoon. 


for a warrant for the arrest of her husband, Henry 
8. Elmore, a commission merchant, of No. 17 
Moore-street, onacharge of abandonment. She 
‘was handsomely dressed, and said she dwelt at No." 
47 West Twenty-second-street. She was accom- 
panied to the Police Court by Mr. Samuel A. Madge, 
of the District Attorney’s office. A warrant was, 
ronsequently, issued for the arrest of Mr. Elmore, 
and he was brought into the court yesterday after- 
noon, He isreported to be quite wealthy and te 
have marriageable sons and daughters by a 
former wife. He is said to have been 
twice wedded before his alleged marriage 
to the complainant. His first wife 1s dead, and 
he was divorced from his second wife about three 


Tracie ago. When the case was called for exam- 
nation, Mrs. Elmore appeared, accompanied by 
Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, United States District 
Attorney, and Mr. William P. Fiero, his assistant, 
‘who acted as her counsel, while the interests of 
the defendant was looked after by Mr. D. M. Por- 
ter. Mrs. Elmore was called to the stand, when. 
counse) for the defendant interposed an objection 
to the proceedings that,as his client was a di- 
vorced man and could not contract a legal mar- 
riage, the complainant was not legally his wife, 
and therefore the charge of abandonment could 
not be sustained. He referred to a recent decision 
of Judge Van Brunt covering this point. Justice 
Patterson, however, overruled this objection, and 
Becided to preceed with the examination, for the 
reason that he had been informed, and it had been 
conceded by the defendant, that the the parties 
had liyed together as man and wife at several 
places in this State. 
The examination of the complainant then pro- 
peeded. She testified that she first made the ac- 
uaintance of her husband in the latter part of 
Fay, having been introduced to him by a mutual 
friend at the Union-Square Hotel, in this City, and 
the was married to him on Sept. 4, 1880. He asked 
the privilege of calling on her at her boarding- 
house, No. 54 West Tenth-street, and she con- 
rented. From that time forth his attentions to 
her wereso marked and his calls so frequent, that 
the was compelled to ask him his intentions. He 
said that -he wanted to make her his wife if she 
was willing to marry so old a man. He repre- 
sented hinwself as a widower, and she consented 
to marry him. MHesaid that he had a particular 
reason for the marriage to take place in 
Canada, as he desired an old friend living 
there to perform the ceremony. ‘The arrange- 
ment was then’ made that they should leave 
this City on Sej%t. 4, on the Albany boat, and 
proceed to Canad, where the marriage ceremony 
was to take place. He represented that his brother 
land sister would meet them on the boat and ac- 
‘company them on tite trip. She left her boarding- 
jhouse on the afternoon of the day mentioned and 
accompanied Elmore to the Albany boat. As his: 
sister and brother did not appear there she refused 
to travel with him. and he then suggested that 
they should go to the office of his friend “* Alder- 
man Johnson,” amd be married there. She went 
with him to an office in West-street where ‘ Alder- 
man Johnson” was found,and there the marriage 
ceremony was verformed. After leaving this office 
they went on boara the Albany boat and went to 
Albany, and since that time until April 8, when he 
left her, they lived together as man and wife, and 
she went by the name of Mrs. Elmore. They lived 
in this City at the Glenham Hotel. on Fifth-avenue,. 
and for nearly seven months at No. 49 East Twen- 
ty-first-street. Elmore frequently threatened 
to leave her and treated her’ unkindly. 
He only allowed her 50 cents a week 
for pocket-money and to pay for her lunches and 
car-fares. He only allowed her to buy a one-cent 
newspaper each morning, and refused to pay fora 
two-cent newspaper which she desired. On the 
th inst. he told her that he had decided that he. 
would not live with her any longer: that he had 
‘paid the rent of the rooms until the following Sat- 
lurday, and that if she did not leave by that time 
ghe would be put out into the street. She told him 
that she had no piacw to go, as he had left her with- 
out a cent, and he replied that there were plenty : 
of boarding-places for her to goto; that_he had 
taken rooms at No. 28 East Twenty-third-street, 
end she could go where she pleased. He left at5 
o’clock P. M. on the 8tk inst., and since then she 
has received no support from him, He had pre- 
viousiy offered her $500 to relinquish all claim upon 
bim as his wife, but she had refused. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Porter she testified , 
that her maiden name was Louise Larthram. She 
was born at Blackheath, England, and came to 
America eight years ago with her brother, and 
avent to Belleville, Canada. She lived there two 
years with a family named Stewart. She was not 
married to any person there, and had never been 
married or lived with any person as his wife until 
she married Elmore in 1880. From there she went 
to Utica, where she opened a dress-making estab-- 
jisnment at the corner of Broadway and Columbia- 
‘street. Among her customers were some of the 
best people of Utica. She lived in Utica four years 
and six months, and she exhibited in court 
jJetters of recommendation from the Rev. E. M. 
‘Van Dusen, Rector of Grace Church, in Utica, and 
from a Mr. Blaikie, who had been her landlord for 
four years, certifying, in the highest terms, to her 

ood character and the esteem in which she was 

eld by the ladies who employed her. From Utica 
ehe came to this City, and for two years boarded at 
the Ladies’ Christian Union Boarding-house, No. 27 
North Washington-square, and then moved to No. 
64 West Tenth-street. She made a good living as 
® seamstress. From the latter part of July to the 
4th of September, Elmore called on heralmost daily. 
She did not learn that he was a divorced man 
until Dec. 1, when she found some letters in his 


bureau from a Mrs. Caroline Mack, whom she saw 


him meet one night in Twenty-third-street, between 


Sixth and Seventh avenues. When she spoke to 
him about this woman he said that she must not 
interfere with him, as his marriage with her was 
void, and he would, make it hot for her if she 
meddied with him. Mrs. Elmore was then asked 
to describe what occurred at the office of the sup- 
posititious *“‘ Alderman Johnson,” and she said that 
when she went in she s'aw a short, stout man, who 


was presented to her as the Alderman, There 
was also a tall, slim man present, who answered to 


the name of Davis. The “Alderman” opened a 
book and asked Elmore if he desired to take her as 
his wife. to love, cherish, and provide for her, and 
he said “‘yes.”” The ** Alderman” asked her some 
questions of a similar purport, and on receiving an 
affirmative reply from her, he pronounced them 
**man and wife according to the laws of the State 
of New-York.” They then signed their signed 
their namesin a large book in which appeared a 


number of names, and after leaving the office they 


went directly to the Albany boat. On arriving at 


Albany they put up at the Whitcomb House, where 
they were registered as ‘** H. 8. Elmore and wife, 
New-York.’’ She remembered this circumstance 
particularly, from the fact that the next day one of 
the Albany papers published a paragraph as fol- 
lows: ‘**‘ Among the guests at the Whitcomb House 
pre H. S. Eimore and wife, of New-York.’? Wil- 
liam Elmore, a brother of the defendant, who lives 


in Albany, called upon them while they were at 
the hotel, and she was introduced to bim there as 


Mrs. Elmore. They remained at the hotel in Al- 
bany until Monday, the 6th of September, and then 
went to Niagara Falls. They staid at the Inter- 
national Hotel there for two days and nights, 
and were registered there as ‘“H. 5S. - 
more and wife.”” Thence they went to 
Buffalo and Rochester. She couldn’t remem- 
ber the hotel they staid at in Rochester. 
When he ill-treated her she said she would geta 


divorce from him, and he then said that she could 


not, as he was a divorced man, and their marriage 


was void. and if she made any objection to any- 
thing he did he would put her out into the street. 
Elmore had made severai effortsto break with her. 
He had offered her $1,000 to sign a paper relinquish- 
ing all claim on him, but she declined. Since then 
he had come down to $600 and $500, but she had de- 
clined to take his money. 

Mr. Porter—If I had been you I would have taken

Gen. Woodford—This woman does not want one 


dime of this man’s money that she is not entitled 
to. Wewant to have her legal status defined— 
whether she is this man’s wife or not—and we want 
bim to support her until this decision is rendered. 

Mr. Porter—How do you want it decided? 

Gen. Wooaford—Oh ! we'll get through with these 
proceedings first. I’m going to see whether there 
is justice in this State for a woman against a man. 


Mr. Porter—I think this is a civilized State. 
The examination of Mrs. Elmore was here sus- 


ended to allow Mr. Samuel A. Madge to testify. 
He said that at the request of District Attorney 
Rollins he had accompanied Mrs. Elmore to the 
office of her husband, at No. 17 Moore-street, on 
Saturday last. Mr. Elmore was out, and they 
waited while his book-keeper sent forhim. When 
he came in Mrs. Elmore said, ** Mr. Elmore, my 
husband, Mr. Madge,” introducing the witness, and 
Eimore shook hands with him. rs. Elmore then 
asked him for $8 to pay her week’s board, and he 
asked in return,if she had come to sign the con- 
tract. She said she had not, and Elmore then said 
that he bad no money forher. They then left the 
ofiice. Mrs. Elmore, on resuming her testimony, 
eaid that after being abandoned by her husband 
she went to No. i East Twentieth-street, 
to a Mrs. Wallace’s, where they had 
been in the habit of taking their meals, 
and asked her to allow her to board 
there for charity’s sake, as she had no money, She 
slept there that night on the floor, as Mrs. Wallace 
had no other accommodations for her, and the next 
day she went to the boarding-nouse in Twenty- 
second-street, where she is now living. At this 
point counsel for the defendant asked for an ad- 
journment for 10 days or two weeks to enable him 
to procure a copy of the record in the divorce suit 
from the Rochester court, where the divorce was 
granted. Gen. Woodford would not consent to so 
jong an adjournment unless the defendant would 
agree to pay the board of the complainant mean- 
while, at the rate of $8 per week. This was agreed 
to by the aefense. Elmore handed the complain- 
ant $25, and the case was then adjourned until the 
8d of May at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

After the adjournment, Mr. Elmore made a state- 
ment to a Toes reporter in which he said that 
the first time he met the complainant was one 
evening while walking along fth-avenue. be- 
tween Tenth and Eleventh. streets.

TO FAST FOR SCIENCE. 


JOHN GRISCOM’S COMING TASK OF FORTY- 
FIVE DAYS IN CHICAGO, 

Mr. John Griscom, of this City, will begin 
in Chicago, under the immediate supervision and 
sole control of Prof. Haines, of the Faculty of the 
Rush Medical College, a fast of 45 consecutive 
days on or about the Ist of May. Mr. Griscom 
left for Chicago two days ago, and has, no doubt, 
ere this placed himself at the disposal of Dr. 


Haines, who is described by prominent medical 
men here as fully competent to the task he 
has , undertaken, (with some reluctance, by 
the way,) both as a chemist and a physi- 
ologist. It is expected, therefore, that the forth- 
coming experiment will furnish what the Tan- 
ner and Deuell affairs did not, namely—many valu- 
able data: as to the chemistry and physiology. gen- 
eral and microscopic, of protracted starvation. 
While the honesty of Tanner's experiment is not 
questioned by medical men, and while the fatal 
termination of Miss Deuell’s fast at the expiration 
of 47 days seais its genuineness with the testimony 
of apost-mortem, the chemical and physiologi- 
cal phenomena which accompany progressive 
emaciation were not accurately studied in the 
former, nor even registered in the latter. 
As Dr. George M. Be&rd intimated yesterday, Tan- 
ner and Miss Deuell, with the exception of showing 
that a human being can live 45 days without food, 
have demonstrated nothing that was not previous- 
ly familiar. Mr. Griscom’s experiment, under the 
supervision of Dr. Haines, will either result in the 
discovery of new facts or in proving that there are 
none to be discovered. 

John Griscom is rather under the middle age, of 
tolerably compact physique, and the wildest of 
-enthusiasts. Those who recall the portly and im- 
posing presence of Dr. John Griscom, who pre- 
ceded Prof. Poliin the discovery of the virtues of 
hyposulphite of soda in the treatment of. diseases 
of the ferment class, will not be surprised to learn 
that John Griscom, Jr., is a resident of the border- 
land between enthusiasm and mental eccentricity. 
“He called upon me the other day,” said Dr. 
Beard yesterday, ‘‘and told me he had just come 
back from the West. He had hada talk with Dr. 
Haines, who refused to undertake the supervision 
of the case until he had consulted me. His father, 


‘Dr. John Griscom, was a patient of mine before he’ 


went to the asylum where he died.” Dr. Beard 
questioned his visitor pretty carefully, but did not 
not find out exactly what he wanted. At last Mr, 
Griscom remarked abruptly: “I can’t express 
myself to-day: you see I’ve been eating, and my 
brain isn’t lucid; Ill starve for 24 hours, and 
come in to-morrow morning.’’ With this the 
strange visitor departed, but the next morn-. 


‘ning, punctual to his hour, he reappeared, with a 


smiling countenance, and declared that he had 
eaten nothing for the last 24 hours, and his brain. 
was restored to lucidity. And such, whether from 


.abstinence or other causes, the Doctor found to be 
.the fact. 


The man explained his wishes with ad- 
mirable precision and coherence. He desired a; 
certificate to the effect that he was sane. Dr. . 
Beard granted the required document after a care-

experienced them.’ But a graphic descrip- 
tion that will interest the general reader, anda 
scientific study of these phenomena in their rela- 
tions to temperature, pulse. &c., are very dif- 
erent things. Scientific accuracy, indeed, is 
not often one of the salient features of pop- 
ular narrative. The third series of observations 
consists In daily microscopic studies of the blood, 
with determinations of the relative number of 
colored corpuscles per cubic millimétre, as com- 
pared with the standard, and a consecutive record 
of theappearance and behavior of these bodies, 
under such tests as every scientist knows how to 
apply. Dr. Beard yesterday received a letter from 
Dr. Haines asking his views as to the propriety of 
going on with the project, and replied advising 
him to accept the responsibility.

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THE SUGAR DUTY QUESTION.

AN IMPORTANT SUIT DECIDED AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT. . 

The suit of S. & W.: Welsh against Col- 
lector Merritt came to an abrupt conclusion yes- 
terday afternoon, in the United States Circuit 
Court, Judge Wallace, after a short argument by 
counsel, directing the jury to return a verdict for 
the plaintiff for the amount of duties paid under 
protest. The amount involved in this suit was 


comparatively small, but it has been a_ test 
suit, and the amount involved in the hundreds 
of other suits against the Collector of a similar na- 
ture, will bring a total to over a million of dol- 
lars, which, if this judgment is affirmed, must be 
returned by the Government to different manufac- 
turers and importers of sugar. At the opening 
of the court, Mr. Clark, of the counsel for the 
plaintiffs, briefly summed up the case, and 
asked that the jury be directed to return 
@ verdict in their behalf, inasmuch as the 
defense had failed to show any authority for 
fixing the duties upon the importations in question 
inthe manner adopted by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. District Attorney Woodford followed on the 
part of the Government, He claimed that it was 
proved that the sugars in suit were artificially col- 
ored by the introduction of burned molasses in the 
vacuum pan after the sugar was made, and for 
the purpose of giving the sugar a dark color. At 
the conclusion of the argument Judge Wal- 
lace directed the jury to return a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff for the full amount 
claimed—$5,576 58. He held that under the law 
the manufacturer had a right-to make sugar of any 
color he saw fit. The sugars in suit, being vacuum- 
panned, were subject to duty by comparing the 
colors they possessed after passing through the 
centrifugal machine with those of the Dutch stand- 
ard. They were dutiabie according to the color 
they possessed when they became sugars of com- 
merce, and whatever was done prior to that time 
was immaterial in thisaction. There {s little doubt 
that the case will be carried to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, 


THE ALLEGED’ CONSPIRACY CASE. 

The trial of Patrick Moriarty, jointly*in- 
dicted with his wife Ellen and daughter Kate, for’ 
obtaining $2,500 from the- elevated railroad com- 
pany, on the representation that the daughter, 
who was known as Agnes, had had her coilar-bone 


dislocated in the collision at Forty-second-street. 
and Third-avenue, on March 25, 1879, was resumed 
before Judge Cowing, in General Sessions, yester-: 
day. Dr. James Knight, Surgeon-in-Chief of the‘ 
Hospital for the Ruptured and Crippled, remem- 
bered having examined Kate Moriarty on the day 
of the collision, found a dislocation of the collar- 
bone, and ordered her proper bandages and a pad,’ 
The Doctor thought the hour. of the girl’s 
visit was between 11 and 12 A. M. John 
Creighton, brakeman, and John K. Ford, con- 
ductor of the colliding trains, were subsequently 
called and fixed the hour of the collision at 12:20 P.;, 
M. Neither of them had seen the Moriarty girl on 
his train. Dr. Frank Hastings Hamilton, Visiting 
Surgeon of the rae Hospital and St. Elizabeth's, 
was called out of the regular course by the defense - 
and testified that he had been called in by Dr. Mc- 
Guire on March 29 to examine the girl Moriarty, ’ 
and found the right collar-bone dislocated, the left 
partially dislocated, the flesh tender and red, and 
the shoulder swollen and discolored. He noticed a. 
scratch on her forehead and several pieces of plas- 
ter on her right hand. Hethought she must have 
been struck violently by something, and con- 
sidered the flesh marks recent. Dr. Hamilton 
called Miss Moriarty to the. witness stand 
and illustrated to the jury ‘on her bared 
bosom the nature of the injuries which he had 
discovered on his eximination. The girl, he ex- 
plained, was much better physically now, but the 
collar-bone, at both sides, was permanently dis- 
placed. Mary Cora Abrams, of No. 1,009 Second- 
avenue, and Annie Doyle, of No. 201 East Seventy- 
fourth-street,testified that they had known the Mo- 
riarity family for years, and always knew the 
daughter as Kate, and not Agnes. Both testified 
that they knew her to have had her collar-bone 
dislocated before the collision. The trial will be: 
continued to-day.
